"Our  operatlonB  hav^  been  continued 
energetically  today.

Number  of  Prisoners  Taken  and  Importance  of 
__  Positions  Carried  in  New  Drive  Are  Sig- 
nificant— Enemy  Less  Determined 
Than  He  Was  on  Somme  Front 


LONDON.  April  10.— Comparatively 
few  Canadian  wounded  from  Vimy  have 
arrived  Tlhre  so  far. 

Those  who  know  the  area  of  the 
latest  ancceas,  or  rather  where  the  open- 
ing Bcenes  have  been  staged,  are  mar- 
velling at  the  number  of  prisoners  se- 
cured. RIeven  thousand  have  already 
been  accounted  fur,  which  le  nearly 
five  timea  aa  many  as  were  taken  in 
the  first  two  days  ftt  the  Somme  of- 
fensive laat  July.  Moreover,  the  oppo- 
nenta  of  the  CiMiadlans  in  Monday's  en- 
gagement were  the  Bavarlana,  the  moat 
stubborn  flghtera  on  all  the  enemy's 
aide. 

"We  never  used  to  find  the  Bavarl- 
ana holding  up  their  hands  and  crying 
'kamerade.' "  declared  a  Canadian  of- 
ficer tonight.  "There  aeems  little  doubt 
that  either  our  artillery  fire  knocked 
the  enemy  ailly  to  a  man  or  their  morale 
has  steadily  declined  all  Winter.  Per- 
hapa  both  circumstances  have  caused 
the  Bavarian  to  change  hie  outlook  on 
warfare." 

Other  Canadians  are  Inclined  to  at- 
tribute the  crushing  character  of  the 
Bavarian  ootlapae  mainly  to  artillery 
work.  "The  big  guna  were  wheel  to 
wheel,"  declared  one  authority. 

Tonlght'a  Star  saya:  "Tried  aolely  by 
the  teet  of  prisoners,  the  victory  la 
cruahlng.  Meaeured  on  the  map,  it  la 
also  tremendoua,  for  the  Canadlana  cap- 
tured the  Vimy  ridge,  which  la  the 
hinge  of  the  Hindenburg  line.  It  Is 
evident  that  Hlndenburg's  retreat  haa 
not  deranged  Halg'a^  plana.  He  haa 
grimly  carried  out  his  matured  scheme 
en  the  day  he  fixed  up«n  long  before 
the  Oarman  retreat  began."

Uakhmetlefl  said  he  saw  a   tremendous 
advantage    to   Ilusttla    In    the    action   of 
the     American    Congress,       not      alone 
morally,  but  financially  and  materially. 
"Our    Industry."     said     the    Mlnlater, 
emphasizing    the    fact    that      he      was 
speaking  atrlctly  In  his   personal   capa- 
city,   "requires    rolling   stock   and    ton- 
nage.     We     lost     the     opportunity     to 
purchase  the  former  last  year,  and  now 
we    are    Informed    that    dellverlea    can- 
not be  made  before  1»18.     It  occurs  to 
me  that   It   may   be   possible,  now   that 
America  has  become  an  ally,  that  Rus- 
sla'^  needa  may   be   removed   from    the 
sphere  of  a  purely  commercial  transac- 
tion and  that  a  portion  of  the  deliveries 
now  contracted   for   In   America  can   bo 
turned  over  to  Russia.

M.  Bakhmetieff  said  the  affairs  of 
I  Russia  were  progressing  favorably.  Ho 
was  not  over-optlmlstic,  but  expressed 
the  belief  that  a  solution  of  the  great 
problems  facing  the  Oovemment  would 
be  found  In  due  time.  The  old  regime 
had  left  the  governmental  machinery 
In  a  deplorable  state.  It  had  taken 
years  to  reach  such  a  atate,  and  natur- 
ally it  would  require  time  to  repair 
it.  But  It  waa  noteworthy,  M.  Bakh- 
metieff added,  that  although  the  revo- 
lution waa  not  a  month  old,  every  de- 
partment in  the  new  Oovemment  had 
been  thorooghly  organised,  had  aggrea- 
slvely  Uken  up  the  work  of  recon- 
struction and  had  made  creditable 
progress. 

Kmphasis  waa  laid  on  the  fact  that 
the  revolution  was  basically  political, 
and  ,not  aoclal.  M.  Bakhmetieff  con- 
tinued, aa  waa  shown  by  the  evidence 
of  immunity  given  peraonagea  of  the 
Ira  portal  regime  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  revolutionists  and  the  almoat  total 
abaence  of  depredations. 


WASHINGTON,  April  10.  —  Army 
building  plans  of  the  administration 
are  to  be  supplemented  at  once  by  the 
establishment  at  army  points  through- 
out the  country  of  civilian  training 
camps  for  officers.  The  great  need  of 
the  war  army  t-o  be  raised  will  be  pro- 
perly equipped  officers,  and  to  aid  In 
meeting  the  demand  the  war  department 
has  decided  td  adopt  the  Plattsburg 
Idea  on  a  nation-wide  scale.  Arrange- 
ments for  the  camps  already  are  be- 
ing made,  and  civilians  desirous  of  fit- 
ting themselves  for  commissions  In  the 
officers'  reserve  corps  may  apply  now 
to  the  departmental  commanders  for 
assignment  to  them.  The  number  of 
campa  to  be  set  up  will  depend  on  the 
numbef  of   appUcatlona   received. 

A  eourae  of  three  months  vigorous 
training  will  be  given  the  prospective 
olBcers.  Cbmmlsalona  will  be  issued  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  training  to  these 
accepted,  who  will  be  assigned  to  unita 
of  the  regular  army,  the  National 
Guard  or  the  first  contingent  of  troops 
to   be   raised   under   the   draft   plan. 

The  scheme  Is  designed  particularly 
to  meet  the  situation  of  civilians  who 
have  had  no  military  experience  and 
who  are  too  old  to  enter  the  second 
lieutenant  grade  of  the  reserve  corps, 
but  are  otherwise  quallfled  by  educa- 
tion  and   capacity   to   become   officers. 

The    department.     II    was    announced 
today,    has      suspended    the      regulation 
limiting    new    enlistment    In    the    regular  |   rldgc 


army  to  men  ^ot  mure  than  36  yeara 
of  age.  Thla  was  made  possible  by  the 
war  declaration  against  Germany. 
Under  existing  laws  men  not  more  than 
45  yearn  of  age  could  he  accepted,  hut 
to  conform  to  the  administration's 
army  bill  the  maximum  age  now  has 
been  set  for  forty  years. 

The  present  authorised  strength  ^f 
the  regulars  soon  will  be  reached  at 
the  present  rate  of  enlistment.  This 
would  mean  a  total  of  138,000  efillsted 
men.  Until  the  President  so  directs 
the  regiments  cannot  be  brought  up  to 
war  strength  or  additional  regiments 
be  organized.  It  is  apparent  that  the 
administration  Is  not  Inclined  to  take 
this  step  until  Congress  haa  acted  on 
the  new  army  bill.  An  exception  will 
be  made  in  the  case  of  regiments  of 
negro  troops. 

The  question  of  supplies  for  the  In- 
creasing number  of  recruits  in  the  re- 
gulars and  National  Guards  la  a  diffi- 
cult one,  and  has  been  complicated  by 
failure  of  deficiency  and  regular  appro- 
priation bills  In  the  laat  regular  (Con- 
gress. Plenty  of  money  will  be  pro- 
vided in  the  near  future,  but  because  of 
the  unusual  demands  upon  skilled  labor 
It  has  been  difficult  to  secure  quick  de- 
liveries, and  it  may  be  sixty  days  be- 
fore the  great  volume  of  deliveries  be- 
gins. 

WASHINGTON  ASKS 

MR.  HILL'S  ADVICE 


WITH  TlIK  BRITISH  AUMY  IN 
KRANCK.  via  London,  April  10.— 
(From  a  staff  correspondent  of  the  A. 
P.) — The  British  sweep  east  of  Arrii.>i 
today  turned  the  northern  pivot  of  tho 
famous  Hindenburg  line,  and  largo 
forcea  of  British  troops  tonight  were 
prtisaing  far  beyond  the  top  of  that 
Ger'man  barrier  which  wita  prepared 
after  endless  months  of  labor.  The 
manner  In  whU-h  the  British  have  -ad-- 
vanced  over  scores  of  German  trenches, 
which  the  Germaiiu  must  have  believed 
would  protect  them  Indetlnltely,  has 
been  little  short  of  miraculous.  The 
Germans  themselves  have  been  amazed 
at  the  audacity  of  thu  attackers  and 
have  surrendered  with  an  air  of  com- 
plete  mystlflcatlon. 

Work  of  AxtlUerr 
The  success  of  the  attack  launched 
yesterday  against  some  of  the  strong- 
est eectlona  of  the  German  lines  on 
the  entire  Western  front  seems  to 
prove  the  fact  that  the  artillery  haa 
Anally  solved  the  problems  of  entrench- 
ed warfare.  It  has 'taken  months  and 
yeara  of  preparation,  but  when  the 
guns  were  fliutlly  massed  agatnat  the 
Oerman  front  they  hammered  It  into 
Hubmlsslon. 

It  was  this  hammering  which  de- 
moralized the  German  lines  on  the 
Bomme  during  the  Winter  and  brought 
about  the  recent  retirement  to  the 
Hindenburg  line,  stretching  from  Arraa 
southeastward  to  St.  Quentin.  Now  the 
tup  of  thla  line  has  been  crossed  and 
it  Is  being  attacked  along  the  entire 
distance. 

The  meaning  of  the  aeroplane  aettvlty 
laat  week,  when  the  Britlah  filers  de- 
liberately set  out  to  clear  the  air  of 
Qerraana,  has  been  revealed  In  the  new 
attacka  Today  the  intrepid  airmen 
were  covering  the  advance  everywhere, 
keeping  the  trcwpa  advised  of  enemy 
artillery  to  shell  every  area  where 
concentrations  appeared  to  be  laaing 
place.  The  day  was  anything  but 
ideal  for  flying.  It  was  windy  from 
sunrise  to  sunset,  and  furious  snow 
squalls  occurred  at  half-hour  Intervals. 
During  these  the  machines  were  com- 
pletely submerged  by  the  snow  barrage.

Tonight  the  Canadians  triumphantly 
announced  that  the  famous  Vimy  ridge 
had  been  cleared  of  all  Germans.

They  found  hundreda 
of  Germane  holding  up  their  handa  over 
the  bodies  of  their  fallen  comrades  and 
begging  for  something  to  eat.  Theaa 
men  said  that  they  had  been  cut  ofT 
for  days  from  all  auppllea  by  the 
steadlneas  of  the  artillery  Are.  They 
could  not  retire,  and  no  relief  supplj^ 
columns  from  the  rear  ever  reached  tho 
neighborhood  of  where  the  shells  had 
been  falling  tn  contlnuoua  showers. 

Dome  of  the  etrongor  redoubts* 
manned  by  machine  gun  detachments. 
In  which  were  found  men  of  the  highest 
morale  In  the  Oeratan  army,  reaieted 
for  several  hours.  But,  eloelng  around 
them  during  the  night,  the  Canadlana 
silenced    all    resistance. 

Oflleem  Oaptnred 
The  final  bombardment  had  sent  most 
of  the  Gjerman  defenders  Into  the  deep- 
est of  their  dugouts,  and  they  did  nut 
dare  venturn  out  until  the  British  called 
upon  thom  to  surrender,  which  they  did 
precipitately. 

Among  the  officers  captured  on  tha 
Illdgo  were  seven  lieutenant-colonels, 
and  also  several  doctors,  who  sur- 
rendered with  all  their  staffs.  Home  of 
the  officers  were  inclined  to  ho  sulky, 
blaming  their  predicament  upon  tha 
failure  of  supports  to  come  up  as  prom- 
ised. They  were  told  that  the  British 
artillery  "had  attended  to  that."  Othera 
of  the  oflflcers  were  deeply  depressed. 

Hundreds  of  prisoners  taken  wrro 
found  lying  In  the  assembly  tunnels, 
from  which  they  attempted  to  reach  tlm 
front  line,  but  could  not  emerge  on  ac- 
count of  tho   shell   tire.

So  today  began  another  titanic  con- 
flict which  the  world  will  hold  its 
breath  to  watch,  because  of  all  that 
hangs  upon  it.  I  have  seen  the  fury  of 
this  beginning,  and  all  the  sky  is  on 
fire  with  It.  It  is  the  most  tragic  and 
frightful  sight  that  man  has  ever  seen. 
With  an  infernal  splendor  beyond  words, 
the  t>ombardment  which  went  before  the 
Infantry  assault  lasted  several  days,  and 
reached  a  great  height  yesterday.  When 
coming  from  the  south  I  saw  It  for  the 
first  time.  Those  of  us  who  knew  what 
would  happen  today — the  beginning  of 
another  series  of  battles  greater  per- 
haps than  the  struggle  of  the  Somme — 
found  ourselves  yesterday  filled  with 
tense,  restless  emotion. 

Some  of  us  smiled  with  a  kind  of 
tragic  irony  because  it  was  Easter  Sun- 
day. In  the  little  vlllag^es  behind  the 
battle  lines  the  belts  of  the  French 
churches  were  ringing  gladly  because 
the  Lord  had  risen,  and  on  altar  steps 
priests  were  reciting  the  splendid  words 
of  faith:  "Resurrexi  et  adhunc  tecum 
sum,  alleluia"  <"I  have  arisen  and  I 
am  with  thee  always,  Hallelujah").  The 
earth  was  glad  yesterday.  For  the  first 
time  this  year  the  sun  had  a  touch  of 
wnrmth  in  it,  though  patches  0%  snow 
still  stayed  white  under  the  shelter  of 
banks — and  the  sky  was  blue,  and  the 
tight  glinted  on  the  wot  tree  trunks  and 
in  the  furrows  of  the  new  ploughed 
earth. 

As  I  went  up  the  road  to  the  battle 
lines  I  passed  a  battalion  of  our  men 
nho  are  fighting  today,  standing  In  a 
hollow  square  with  bowed  heads  while 
a  chaplain  conducted  Baster  services.  It 
was  Easter  Sunday,  but  no  trace  of  God. 
VnaiaUag  Arraa 

It  was  Hell  in  Arran,  though  Easter 
Sunday.  The  enemy  was  flinging  high 
explosives  into  the  city,  and  clouds  of 
shrapnel  burst  about  the  place. 

All  around  the  country,  too,  shells 
were  exploding  in  an  aimless  way. 

There  was  one  figure  in  this  land- 
•cape  of  war  which  made  some  of  the 
officers  about  me  laugh.  He  was  a 
French  ploughman,  who  upholds  the  tra- 
dition of  war.  Zola  saw  him  in  1170, 
and  I  had  seen  him  on  the  edge  of  an- 
other battlefield.  Here  he  was  again, 
'driving  a  pair  of  sturdy  horses  and  his 
plough  across  a  sloping  field,  not  a  fur- 
Irng  away  from  a  village  where  Oerman 
shells  were  raising  a  rosy  cloud  of  brick 
dust.  JSo  he  gave  praise  to  the  Lord  on 
Easter  morning  and  prepared  the  har- 
vest which  shall  be  gathered  after  the 
war. 

All  behind  the  front  of  the  battle  was 
a  great  traffic,  and  all  that  modern  war- 
fare meana  in  organization  and  prepara- 
tion of  an  enormous  operation  was  here 
in  movement.  I  had  Just  come  from  our 
outpost  lines  down  south,  from  thu 
scenes  of  that  great  .desert  which  the 
enemy  has  left  In  the  wake  of  his  re- 
treat east  of  Bapaume  and  Peronne.  and 
that  open  warfare  with  village  fighting, 
where  small  bodies  of  our  infantry  and 
cavalry  had  been  clearing  the  country- 
side of  rearguard  poets.  Here,  round 
about  Arras,  was  a  concentration  for 
the  old  form  of  battle — attack  upon  en- 
trenched positions,  fortified  hills,  and 
seme  groat  natural  fortresses  defended 
by  masses,  as  before  the  battles  of  the 
Somme.

NEW  YORK,  April  10.— Jamea  W. 
Gerard,  formerly  United  States  am- 
bassador to  Germany,  told  the  members 
and  guests  of  the  Canadian  Club  of  New 
York,  at  a  dinner  held  In  tha  grand 
ballroom  of  the  Hotel  BlUmore  last  eve- 
ning, of  Inhuman  treatment  of  priaanera 
of  war  by  the  Kaiser's  military  authori- 
ties. The  1,500  diners  received  with 
croana  of  Indignation  and  ahama  the 
former  ambaaaadora  recital  of  bow  the 
German  autborlUea  iroprtsoned  towns- 
folk for  giving  food  and  drink  to  atarv- 
inc  Canadian  prisoners  of  war;  how 
small  Oerman  boys  were  allowed  to 
Bhoot  arrowB  tipped  with  naila  Into  the 
bodies  of  priaoners,  and  how,  when  ty- 
phua  broke  out  In  a  eamp  of  Russian 
prisoners  they  sent  Frenchmen  and  ESng- 
llshmen  to  live  With  them. 

It  was  the  first  time  since  he  returned 
from  Germany  that  Mr.  Gerard  had  told 
of  any  of  those  things  ho  had  seen.  He 
saw  them  on  vlalta  to  the  prison  camps 
in  the  capacity  of  official  representa- 
tive of  the  British  and  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment. Mr.  Gerard  began  his  speech 
by  referrlna  to  Germany  as  "that  coun- 
try where  they  were  so  fond  of  mo  that 
they  kept  me  a  week  after  I  said  I 
wanted  to  go  home." 

At  Maiay  af  aratea" 

"I  want  to  toll  you  Canadians  to- 
night," he  said,  "some  of  tha  things  I 
saw  your  fellowoountryman  endure  In 
the  German  prisoners  of  war  camps. 
You.  Bitting  here  In  the  BUtmore,  can- 
not Imaginerthe  horrar  of  living  two  and 
a  half  years  in  a  German  prison  oarap. 
I  know,  because  I  saw. 

"One  day  I  read  in  Tha  North  German 
Oaaette  a  paragraph  which  told  that  a 
number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  a  northern 
German  town  had  been  found  guilty  of 
Improper  and  unpatriotic  conduct  to- 
wards prisoners  of  war,  and  that  they 
had^heen  Jailed  for  terms  of  various 
lengths,  and  their  names  printed  in  The 
North  German  Gaaette,  that  they  might 
be  exposed  to  shame  and  their  falalty 
made  known  to  generations  of  Oarmans 

to  come. 

"I  said  to  myself:  *Ck»od:  at  least 
some  of  these  Germans  are  to  be  pun- 
iBhed  for  maltreating  priaoners  of  war.' 

"I  directed  the  American  consul  there 
to  make  a  report  on  the  matter.  Ha 
sent  back  word  that  a  tralnload  of  Can- 
adian prisoners  of  war  was  being  taken 
through  the  town  when  It  was  necessary 
to  put  the  train  on  a  siding.  Some  of 
the  prisoners  communicated  to  curious 
townsfolk  gathered  about  the  train  that 
they  were  starving  and  had  nothing  to 
drink.  The  townafolk  had  given  them 
food  and  drink,  and  that  was  the  crime 
for  which  they  were  imprisoned  and 
held  up  to  shame.  I

"I  had  seen  small  beys,  with  Germaa 
simplicity  and  kindness,  maroh  about 
the  prison  csmps  armed  with  bowa  and 
arrows,  ahoot  arrows  tipped  with  njails 
it  prisoners :  but  I  had  not  before  beard 
of  such  a   thing  as  this. 

"i  had  read  In  hlatory  that  at  the 
beeinrlng  of  the  refermaUon  Martm 
Luther  nailed  his  thesis  to  t*ia  daor  uf 
tl  o  rathcdtal.  After  this  yoi>  kntfw  who 
t  would  like  to  have  nailed  to  that  door. 

"Another  time  there  was  typhus  fever 
In  a  camp  where  Russians  were  In- 
terned. Baying  that  all  the  Allies  should 
atlck  together,  the  Oermana  placed  Bag- 
lish  and  French  prisoners  with  the  Ra»- 
•lana  In  the  typhua  eamp.  thus  cea- 
demnlng  numbers  of  them  to  certain 
death. 

"At  another  camp  T  rislted  they  had 
trained  Oerman  sheep  hounds  ta  Mte 
British  prlsaners,  and  when  the  guards 
went  through  the  camp  they  took  the 
trained  dogs  with  them,  and  it  was  sel- 
dom that  they  failed  to  bite  British  sol- 
diers. I  complelned  to  Berlin  about  the 
matter,  and  Tar  a  long,  long  Ume,  my 
complaint  was  unnoticed.  Nothing  was 
done  until  I  told  the  ooraaMndant  that 
I  waa  a  very  good  pistol  ahot  and  I 
felt  like  goiag  out  and  ahooting  aoate 
trained  doga  and  seeing  what  they 
woaM  do  about  it.  Shortly  afterwaris 
the  commandant  aras  reliavag." 

Mr.  Oerard  said  that  la  vtsltlag  eoaie 
af  the  prison  camps  be  fovnd  that  many 
of  tae  Canagians  talked  with  aa  acceat 
that  seungeg  Uke  New  TatiL  U»  aaM 
one  day  a  HIgblaadar  appraaiJiag  ktas 
aad  aaM:  "Helle.

SYDNEY,  Australia,  April  10.— The 
Federal  election  campaign  Is  being 
waged   with  great   vigor. 

Premier  Hughes,  sp«aklng  In  Queens- 
land, said  he  had  no  hesitation  in  pro- 
nouncing the  executives  of  labor  leaRucn 
disloyal  to  Great  Britain.  He  main- 
tained that  they  hated  Britain  and  saw 
In  her  danger  an  opportunity  for  per- 
sonal advancement.  They  treated  man 
as   a   Bide   issue. 

"If  Satin  came  to  this  platform  with 
his  tall  hidden  In  the  folds  of  some  re- 
ligious garb  and  preached  the  doctrine 
of  Christ,  how  long  would  he  deceive 
you?  Only  until  ho  turned  these  peo- 
ple round,"  he  said. 

"I  say,  see  who  Is  behind  them. 
Whom  do  they  advise  with?  Art  they 
'in  favor  of  strikes  as  against  arbitra- 
tion? Do  thay  stand  for  revolution 
against  order?  Although  now  endeavor- 
ing to  hide  their  advocacy  of  I.W.W., 
they  stand  with  It;  they  stand  for  ex- 
travagant, wildcat  finance;  they  would 
throw  every  Industry  Into  confusion." 

Sir  William  Irvine,  speaking  at  Mel- 
bourne, said  th*  first  duty  of  the  new 
Parliament  should  be  to  seek  the  opln- 
ioh  of  th*  people  again  on  conscrip- 
tion. He  b«liev*d  there  would  b« 
a  strong  reversal  of  the  previous  vote, 
which  had  stained  Australia's  honor. 


The  Canadians  have  the  Vimy  rtdge 
and  are  sitting  on  the  far  slopes,  look- 
ing down  on  the  plain  of  Douai.  They 
took  it  with  comparatively  UtUe  flfht- 
ing.  pushing  from  one  line  to  the  next 
as  punctually  as  though  meeting  their 
enemies  by  appointment.  There,  as 
elsewhere  In  the  Arras-Vimy  areas,  most 
of  the  prisoners  were  brought  out  of 
thr  dugouts  in  a  most'  docile  condition. 
"The  Canadians  took  more  than  2.000 
Oermans  at  the  Vimy  ridge  alone,  while 
on  the  adjoining  Canadian  front  there 
were  1.064  men  and  J«  officers  In  one 
cage  alone  befor*  3  o'clock  In  the  after- 
noon." 

VroooMdoa  of  Msonan 

Another  correspondent  speaka  of 
prisoners  arriving  "In  an  endless  pro- 
cession." 

One  of  the  remarkable  features  of  the 
fighting  was  the  large  number  of 'wea- 
pons employed  which  were  not  in  use 
In  earlier  wars.  The  "Unks"  played  an 
important  part.  Armored  cars  also  were 
in  action,  supporting  the  Infantry.  Air- 
men speeding  at  180  miles  an  hour  de- 
spite conditions  verging  on  those  of  a 
hurricane  were  active  above.

As  regards  the  British  casualtlea.  The 

Daily  Mail's  correspondent  says: 

"Our  lossas,  considerable  at  pJgfifiij  _ 
are  not  half  what  was  expected,  and 
were  amaxingly  light  on  certain  fronts." 
The  Daily  Telegraph's  military  cor- 
respondent says  yesterday's  victory  was 
by  far  the  most  successful  day's  work 
accomplished  by  the  British  army  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

Blow  a«  Tltal  Volnt 
"The  victory  aims  a  blow  at  a  vital 
cord  of  th*  German  host,  by  which  they 
maintain  their  connection  with  their 
army  covering  Lille  and  the  French  and 
Belgian  manufacturing  districts.  It  also 
menaces  the  right  flank  of  the  Crown 
Prince's  army,  which  is  delaying  Sir 
Douglas  Halg's  advance  upon  Cambral. 
"If  successfully  pursued,  it  may  well 
shiver  the  whole  system  of  defence 
which  has  been  widely  advertised  as  the 
Hlndenburg  line.  The  Hindenburg  line. 
In  fact,  may  have  been  Indefinitely  with- 
drawn, and  In  all  probability  was  In- 
tended to  make  its  stand  where  it  could. 
A  retreating  army  seldom  knows  what 
will  be  the  final  limit  to  which  It  will 
be  compelled  to  retire." 

At  BmaU  Oo«t 

LONDON,  April  10. — Canadian  troops 
today  are  perched  well  over  the  top  of 
the  Vimy  ridge  in  Northern  France, 
thousands  of  prisoners  have  been  taken, 
and  according  to  the  first  summing-up 
of  the  Canadian  casualties.  It  has  been 
the  cheapest  victory  the  troops  from  th* 
Dominion-  have   ever  won. 

The  first  of  the  wounded  began  to  ar- 
rive yesterday  at  ISnglish  ports.  Most 
of  these  had  been  wounded  in  the  early 
part  of  Sunday  morning.  After  that  the 
more  serious  fighting  developed,  but  as 
yet  the  Canadian  corps  has  hung  on.  and 
even  gained  slightly  towards  the  rail- 
way which  runs  on  the  far  slope  of  the 
ridge  on  that  part  of  the  line  from  Arraa 
to  Lens. 

Roughly,  at  the  time  of  cabling,  the 
new  Canadian  front,  which  Is  being  con- 
solidated rapidly,  is  now  from  Olvenchy- 
cn-Gohelle  to  Petit  Vimy.  a  little  vil- 
lage on  the  crest  of  the  ridge  which  com- 
mands the  larger  town  of  the  same 
name,  well  In  front  of  La  Folle  Farm, 
situated  on  what  is  the  highest  ground 
without  exception  around  Lens,  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  from'  Thehis. 
which  has  been  one  of  the  Germans' 
strongest  points  In  defence  of  the  ridge, 
and  still  on  the  crest  of  the  ridge  paral- 
leling the  railway  down  almost  to 
Athles. 

Ontflanklnr  lloT*a*Bt 
According  to  Imperial  officers,  this 
should  he  an  Important  beginning  of 
the  outflanking  movement  which  will 
compel  the  withdrawal  of  the  enemy  to 
the  Doual  line,  although  It  Is  thought 
the  Germans  will  give  up  Lens  and  Its 
valuable  coal  mines  .with  reluctance. 

A  Canadian  division  started  the  at- 
tack just  as  t^le  rainy,  stormy  dawn  was 
breaking.  It  followed  what  one  Can- 
adian officer,  who  has  been  through  three 
great  bombardments,  described  as  "the 
Somme's  most  terrlflc  day  multiplied  by 
five."  The  German  first  line,  with  which 
the  Canadian  were  well  acquainted  after 
many  raids,  was  gained  with  slight 
casualties.  The  Bavarian  garrison* 
were  dased  Into  surrender  and  in  the 
first  hour  more  than  1,000  prisoners 
were  hustled  back  and  five  machine 
guns  captured.  The  second  and  third 
lines,  which  had  been  crumpled  almost 
beyond  recognition  by  the  sudden  In- 
crease in  what  had  been  a  steady, 
heavy  bombardment,  were  defended  with 
greater  tenacity,  but  the  driving  rain 
which  for  once  came  from  behind  ami 
was  in  the  Canadians'  favor,  helped  con- 
siderably. The  heavier  Canadian  and 
British  guns  then  started  another  con- 
centrated bombardment  It  must  have 
caught  the  enemy's  complioatad  aystsm 
of  light  railways  for,  according  to  on* 
wounde<l  man  from  Vancouver,  his  bat- 
talion captured  a  small  train  of  sup- 
plies with  a  little  deserted  engin*  la 
which  steam  was  still  up.

TRAIHG  BASES 


Along  With  pistinguished  Com- 
pany, Reviews  the  Canadian 
Troops  at  Witley  and  Bram- 
shott— Suffers  Injury. 


PETROGRAD,  April  10— Th*  Pro- 
visional Government  ha*  issued  a  pro- 
clamation dir*ctlng  attention  to  the 
grave  danger  of  a  Oerman  effort  to  de- 
liver a  decisive  blow  at  Russia  and 
the  neceaalty  of  Immediately  concen- 
trating all  of  Russia's  forots  for  the 
defeat    of    the    enemy. 

"The  Provlalonal  Government,"  says 
the  proclamation,  "feels  that  it  has  no 
right  to  hide  the  truth.  Th*  state  is  in 
danger  and  it  Is  necessary  to  employ 
all  our  powers  to  save  it.  The  old 
regime  left  Russia  In  a  sadly  disor- 
ganized condition,  especially  in  the 
matter  of  finance,  food  supplies,  trans- 
port   and    munitions. 

TIaak  of  OoToraaukt 
"The  Provisional  Government  will 
devot*  all  its  energies  to  repairing  the 
serious  consequences  of  the  old  regime. 
The  blood  of  many  sons  of  the  father- 
land has  been  shed  fairly  in  the  course 
of  these  two  and  a  half  years  of  war, 
but  the  country  still  is  capable  of  a 
powerful  blow  at  the  enemy  who  oc- 
cupies whole  territories  of  our  stale 
and  Is  now,  in  the  days  of  the  birth  of 
Russian  liberty,  threatening  us  with  a 
new   and   severe   thrust. 

"The  defence,  cost  what  it  may,  of 
our  national  patrimony  and  the  deliv- 
erance of  the  country  from  the  enemy 
who  Invades  our  borders  constitute  the 
vital  problem  before  bur  warriors,  who 
are  defending  the  liberty  of  the  people 
In   close   union   with'  our   Allies. 

"Th*  Government  deems   It   to  be   its 
duty   to    declare   now  that  free  Russlar 
doas    not    aim    at      the    domination      of 
other    nations,    at    depriving    them     of 


itaelr  national  patrimony  or  at  occupy- 
ing by  force  foreign  territories,  but 
that  Its  object  is  to  establish  a  dur- 
able peace,  based  on  the  right  of  na- 
tions   to    decide    their    own    destiny. 

"The  Russian  nation  does  not  lust 
after  the  strengthening  of  its  power 
abroad  at  the  expense  of  other  na- 
tions. Its  aim  is  not  to  subjugate  or 
humiliate  anyone.  In  the  name  of  the 
higher  principles  of  equity  It  has  re- 
moved the  chains  which  weighed  upon 
the  Polish  people.  but  the  Russian 
nation  will  not  allow  its  fatherland 
to  come  out  of  the  great  struggle 
humiliated  and  weakened  in  its  vital 
forces.  These  principles  will  constitute 
the  basis  of  the  foreign  policy  of  the 
Provisional  Government,  which  will 
carry  out  unfailingly  the  popular  wjll 
and  safeguard  the  rights  of  our 
fatherland  while  observing  the  engage- 
ments entered  into  with  our  Allies. 
Mat*  la  Itmagmv 
"The  Provisional  Government  of  free 
Russia  has  no  right  to  hide  the  truth. 
The  state  is  In  danger.  Every  effort 
must  be  made  to  have  it  let  the  coun- 
try respond  to  the  truth  when  it  is 
told,  not  by  sterile  depressions  and  not 
by  discouragement,  but  by  unanimous 
vigor  with  a  ylew  to  creating  a  united 
national    will. 

"This  will  give  us  new  strength  for 
the  struggle  and  will  procure  our  sal- 
vation. In  this  hour  of  rude  trial  let 
the  whole  country  find  in  Itself 
strength  to  consolidate  the  liberty  won 
and  devote  Itself  to  untiring  labor  for 
the   welfare   of   free    Russia. 

"The  Provisional  Government,  which 
has  given  Its  solemn  oath  to  serve  the 
people,  is  firmly  confident  that  with 
the  general  and  unanimous  support  of 
each  one  and  all  It  will  Itself  be  able 
to  do  its  duty  to  its  country  to  th* 
end.

LONDON.    April    10. — Russia    has    re- 
nounced  all    ideas     of     territorial      ex- 
pansion,  according   to   a   Petrograd   dis- 
patch  to  Reuter'H.  quoting  a  statement 
of    Minister    of    Justice    Kerenskl,    who. 
In  the   course  of  a   speech   delivered  on 
Monday    before   the    military    delegates, 
declared    that    while    Russia    wished    no 
more  territory,  she  would  defend   to  the 
end   the  liberty  which  she  had   won. 

Reuter's  corespondent  also  reports 
that  the  new  Governor-General  of  Fin- 
land, Gen.  Fedro  RoditcheiT.  denounced 
Russian  peace  advocates  In  an  adress 
before  the  Congress  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Democrats,  the  party  which  he 
formerly  led  in  the  Duma.  General 
Roditchetr,  after  referring  to  the  sacri- 
fices made  at  Oallipoll  for  Russia  by 
France    and    Britain,    said: 

"In  Petrograd  there  Is  a  body  of  bold 
persons  which  dares  to  speak  of  peace 
In  the  name  of  the  people.  But  the 
people  themselves  are  silent.  Our  duty 
toward  the  Provisional  Government  la 
to  raise  our  voices  and  say  'Russia  is 
with  you.  Tield  to  nothing  which  con- 
cerns her  requirements  and  interest*.'  " 


LONDON,  April  10.— Easter  Monday 
was  a  notable  day  with  the  Canadians 
at  the  Witley  and  Bramahutt  training 
and  organisation  bases.  In  the  morning 
Sir  Robert  Borden,  accompanied  by 
Lord  and  Lady  Middleton,  Col.  Taaalter, 
the  United  Statea  military  atuche;  Gen. 
Turner  and  ataff.  Gen.  Lord  Brooke  and 
Lady  Broo'ke,  Col.  W.  J.  Nelll  and  other 
prominent  Britlah  and  Canadian  officers. 
Inspected  Gen.  Garnet  Hughes'  division 
at  Witley.  It  was  a  bright  day.  marred 
by  chili  and  snow  flurries. 

Sir  Robert  took  the  salute  from  a  full 
Infantry  brigade  led  by  Gen.  Hughes, 
which  marched  by  the  saluting  base  In 
full  battle  array.  T'he  men  made  a 
splendid  showing.  The  Infantry  bri- 
gades were  inspected  then  while  carry- 
ing on  active  training  in  all  depart- 
ments of  soldiering.  The  smart  work 
of  the  artillery  in  this  division,  in  fire 
control  and  horsemanship,  was  very 
fine. 

In  addressing  a  few  words  to  one  of 
the  battalions  the  Premier  expressed 
his  pride  and  glory  in  the  noble  deeds 
of  Canadian  arms,  and  hla  satisfaction 
with  the  splendid  showing  he  saw.  He 
spoke  with  feeling  of  the  fight  against 
the  Central  Powers  for  splendid  prin- 
ciples, and  of  the  part  which  he  knew 
the  men  before  him  would  play  nobly. 
At  Sir  Robert's  request,  the  luncheon 
provided  at  divisional  headquarters 
consisted  of  the  ordinary  soldier's  ra- 
tions. 

In  the  course  of  the  morning  at  Wit- 
ley Sir  Robert  had  the  misfortune  to 
stumble  and  wrench  a  ligament  in  his 
leg,  but  not  seriously.  However,  though 
suffering  severe  ^palir,  lie  refused  to 
waive  in  any  way  any  of  the  ceremonies 
arranged  for. 

In  the  afternoon  Premier  Borden  in- 
spected in  detail  the  whole  training 
command  at  Bramfhott. 

In  hollow  square  formed  by  massed 
battalions  Sir  Robert  presented  medals 
to  a  number  of  Canadians  who  won 
them  In   last  year's  campaign. 

The  Distinguished  Conduct  (Medal  was 
pinned  on  Lieut.  J.  W.  Muncaster,  who 
as  Sergt.  Muncaster  was  the  first  Can- 
adian to  enter  Courcelette.  The  Mili- 
tary Medal  he  presented  to  the  follow- 
ing, all  awarded  for  exceeding  galUri- 
try  in  extreme  danger:  Ptes.  H.  Par- 
sons and  R.  Ball.  CpL  G.  Souter  and 
Lce.<;pl.  R.  H.  Carson.

MONTREAL.  April  10.— Lleut.-Col. 
Armand  Lavergne.  in  an  interview  here 
last  night  stated  that  his  acceptance  of 
the  charge  of  recruiting  8,000  men  in 
this  province,  as  requested  by  Major- 
General  Lessard,  was  distinctly  on  the 
understanding  that  the  men  are  for  the 
defence  of  Canada  In  Canada,  not  for 
possible  overseas  service.  "I  ■till  be- 
lieve," said  Mr.  Lavergne,  "that  Canada 
is  wrong  to  participate  In  this  war. 
However,  If  the  Government  believes 
that  the  country  needs  protection  here, 
as  a  militiaman  and  a  man  in  public 
life,  I  cannot  refuse."

Statesmen  and  military  leaders  have 
never  underestimated  the  strength  of 
Rossla.  They  have  paid  tribute  time 
and  again  to  her  army's  valor  and  the 
nation's  recuperative  power.  Her  gea- 
eralship  has  been  at  least  on  a  par  with 
that  of  the  other  Allied  powers,  but 
Russia  has  been  torn  by  internal  dis- 
sensions in  the  past  and  her  military 
strength  has  been  sliackled.  Political 
Intrigues  are  a  severe  handicap  in  the 
prosecution  of  war.  They  are  second 
only  in  their  depressing  effect  to  the 
conduct  of  war  by  a  weak  govern- 
ment. The  old  regime  in  Russia  has 
left  governmental  machinery  in  a  de- 
plorable state,  and  it  will  require  time 
for  repairs.  The  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion is  In  progress,  but  before  the 
machinery  runs  smoothly  there  must 
be  greater  unison  of  thought  and  pur- 
pose than  is  apparent  at  present.  The 
appeals  that  have  been  sent  broadcast 
by  the  Provisional  Oovemment  show 
the  need  that  exists  for  reconciliation 
iMtween  different  elements  In  the  coun- 
try. For  dynastic  reasons  it  was  doubt- 
less good  policy  to  deprive  the  Grand 
Duke  Nicholas  of  his  command,  but 
many  who  have  followed  the  course  of 
the  struggle  regard  him  as  the  fore- 
most military  leader  In  Europe  and  un- 
doubtedly his  loss  Is  a  serous  one. 

Russia's  difficulties  are  very  great, 
for  the  task  of  bringing  about  internal 
reforms  and  putting  them  In  operation 
Is    sufflclent,    under    the   circumstances.

Continued  pressure 
on  tba  enemy's  fnmt  in  this  area  will 
make  the  capture  of  I«ens'  a  possibility 
of  the  near  future  and  with  it  the  fa- 
mous French  colliery  area  which  has 
been  in  possession  of  the  enemy  since 
the  Battle  of  the  Mame.  Further 
north,  fronting  Lille,  the  Australians 
are  holding  the  British  front,  and  Gen- 
eral BIrdwood  has  offered  to  take  the 
well-known  nnanufocturlng  centre  when- 
ever tha  word  Is  given.'  If  this  feat 
could  be  accomplished. '  an  important 
step  towards  forcing  the  enemy  to  fall 
back  am  tha  Mouse  would  have  been 
taken. 

In  conjnnotlon  with  the  forward 
movenmnt  /rom  Arraa  the  pressure 
againsv  tha  enemy  lines  in  the  neigh- 
borhood af  Canbral  and  St.  Quantln  is 
being  malntoitted,  which  indicates  that 
at  the  rlfht  moment,  when  the  strategi- 
cal aUgHttant  of  the  forcea  prevails, 
either  of  these  Important  placea  will 
be  captured.  From  the  development  of 
event*  and  tha  high  offanslva  power 
shown  hy  both  British  and  French, 
there  la  now  little  reason  to  believe 
that  di«  Steianhurg  line  wll)  prove  a 
ibarriar  that  cannot  be  surmounted 
within  the  next  few  months.  A  fur- 
ther rettf^mant  by  tha  Oarmana  cannot 
be  made  undar  conditions  similar  to  the 
last.  Then  the  weather  favored  them, 
preventing  aerial  observation  of  their 
dispositions*  and  necessitating  the  mont 
careful  reoonnaissaaees  hy  the  pursu- 
ing forces  before  definite  progrcsa 
could  ba  made.

At  the  same  time  steps 
have  to  be  taken  to  reorganise  the 
army.  The  dual  task  is  one  where  ex- 
ceptionally strong  leadership  is  re- 
quired, and  unless  that  is  forthcoming 
it  wonld  not  be  well  to  place  any  too 
powerful  hopes  In  the  efforts  of  Rus- 
sia on  the  Eastern  front  this  year. 

Because  of  theweasons  stated  it  is 
obvious  that  the  main  hopes  of  the  Al- 
lied nations  will  be  centred  In  the 
West.  The  late  Lord  Kitchener,  above 
all  others,  realized  that  it  was  there 
the  decision  must  be  won.  It  is  true 
that  tha  handicap  of  supplying  Russia 
with  munitions  has  been  lessened  by 
the  opening  of  the  Persian  Gulf  route, 
but  the  distances  and  difficulties  are 
still  great  and  the  amount  of  shipping 
available  for  the  purpose  is  growing  ap- 
preciably less.  That  Is  why  ao  much 
significance  is  attached  to  the  present 
offensive  in  the  West  which  has  com- 
menced on  a  grand  scale  much  earlier 
than  anticipated.  Many  times  before  in 
the  war  Russia  has  made  prodigious 
sacrifices  to  rsUeve  the  pressure  on  her 
Allies  In  the  West.  Now  the  time  when 
France  and  England  can  repay  her  the 
debt  has  arrived.  Their  ability  to  make 
a  recompense  with  overflowing  measure 
Is  undoubted.  In  their  present  offen- 
sive they  have  not  embarked  on  any 
problematical  adventure.  They  have 
counted  the  cost  and  are  prepared  to 
make  whatever  sacrifices  are  required 
for  final  victory.  Russia's  aid  is  still 
an  enormous  factor  in  the  struggle  and 
she  will  be  performing  all  that  can  be 
expected  If  she  Is  able  to  hold  the  en- 
emy armies  during  the  process  of  in- 
ternal reorganisation.  But  in  the  mean- 
time the  task  of  hammering  the  Ger- 
mans belongs  to  the  powers  engaged  on 
the  Western   front. 


There  is  a  good  deal  of  ground  for 
Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron's  argument  that  we 
do  not  do  .  enough  here  to  encourage 
AhlpbuUding. There    is   no   community 


interest  to  that  end.  The  city  has  not 
taken  a  single  definite  step  In  that  direc- 
tion. Tho  fkct  that  the  nature  of  the 
Government's  eld  has  been  sufficient  to 
start  up  two  branches  of  the  industry 
In  the  Province  shows  what  can  be 
done  with  a  little  encouragement.  We 
are  too  fond  in  Victoria  of  taking  an 
academic  Interest  in  industrial  develop- 
ment, discussing  it  from  every  conceiv- 
able standpoint  and  then  letting  the  sub- 
ject lapse.  In  the  matter  of  shipbuild- 
ing we  have  the  example  of  nearly  all 
the  Pacific  Coast  ports  as  a  guide,  and 
yet  we  are  doing  so  little,  nothing,  in 
fact,  to  make  the  industry  permanent. 
All  the  resolutions  in  the  world  will 
not  bring  an  Industry  to  the  port.  Some- 
thing more  tangible  Is  needed.

Sir,— I  regr^  to  obaarve  the  recent 
reports  la  some  Canadian  newspapers 
aa  to  the  advisability  of  asking  the 
wives  and  Relatives  of  ottcers  and  men 
In  the  Overseas  Canadian  Army  to  re- 
turn to  Canada  from  the  Old  Country. 
Canada  is  a  land  of  freedom,  and  our 
husbands  and  brothers  are  away  fight- 
ing for  us  to  maintain  that  freedom, 
so  I  trust  that  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment will  be  wise  enough  not  to  en- 
deavor to  introduce  compulsory  meas- 
ures to  have  us  return  to  Canada  until 
the   war   is   over. 

We  wives  make  a  big  sacrifice  when 
we  allow  our  husbands  to  go  from  ua 
to  fight  for  their  country.  Why  not 
give  us  the  pleasure  of  being  as  near 
them  as  possible.  It  is  all  very  well 
for  people  who  have  no  relatives  at 
the  front,  to  sit  by  their  own  fireside 
In  Canada  and  say  we  should  stay  in 
Canada. 

In  my  case  I  have  no  regrets  at 
coming  to  the  Old  Country  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  While  my  hus- 
band was  intralnlng  I  was  near  him. 
He  went  to  Krance  and  wae  back  again 
In  two  months  wounded.  I  was  able 
to  vialt  him  while  in  hospital  and  am 
now  with  him  In  convalescence.  In 
my  case  my  people  reside  in  this 
country  and  I  am  quite  prepared  to 
wait  until  there  are  Hhlpplng;  facilities 
to  take  me  bacic  to  Canada  after  this 
war  Is  over.  There  are  of  course  ex- 
f optional  f:pH«>g  of  wives*  of  men  who 
have  no  relatives  In  the  Old  Country 
and  who  might  possibly  find  them- 
selves stranded  after  the  war,  but 
why    treat   all    cases   alike. 

Instead  of  wasting  timo  over  small 
matters  of  this  kind,  let  Canada  go 
ahead  and  have  work  ready  for  the 
boys  when  they  return  to  the  land  of 
their   adoption.

The  growing  number  of  Qermany'a 
enemies  now  embraces  Brazil.  This  is 
a  country  that  could  take  an  active  part 
in  the  war,  for  It  has  a  navy  which, 
though  small,  la  of  modem  construc- 
tion. Brasil  has  two  battlesbfps  of  19,- 
281  tons  each,  both  built  hi  BMigland 
and  armed  with  IZ-inch  guns.  In  n^di- 
tloh  she  haa  two  small  armored  ahlps 
of  3,1  IS  tons  each.  Her  cruising  ships 
number  eight  and  two  of  them  have  a 
speed  of  27  knots,  both  having  baen 
built  in  England.  At  tha  outbreak  of 
war  tha  battleship  Rio  de  Janeiro,  of 
27.504  tons,  was  being  constructed  at 
Elswlok  for  the  Brasillan  Oovemment, 
but  on  ita  completlan  It  was  taken  over 
by  Oreat  Britain  and  renamed  the  Agin- 
court.  The  Agincourt  is  now  one  of  tha 
vessels  with  the  Grand  Fleet. 

There  are  very  large  German  Interesla 
in  Brssll  and  a  number  of  enemy  ships 
Interned  there  have  been  seized.  What 
effect  that  country's  entry  Into  the  war 
will  have  on  the  economic  situation  can 
only  be  conjectured.  In  the  event  of 
Britain,  being  able  to  supply  the  ship- 
y\nt  It  Is  possible  that  a  greater  supply 
of  foodstuffs  can  b«  secured,  for  Brasit 
could  use  her  llglit  cruisers  for  con- 
voying merchant  vessels  to  Europe. 
Her  action  Is  unlikely  to  Influanoa 
other  South  American  states.  Argen- 
tina will   probably  remain   neutral.

Sir, — There  Is  a  grow^ig  number  of 
people  who,  while  making  a  pretence 
at  patriotic  endeavor,  wilfully  shirk 
the  real  saci-iflces  required  of  them; 
and   hence   may   be  designated   slackers. 

The  paradlngs  of  these  Individuals 
through  the  thoroughfares  of  Victoria 
are  dally  becoming  more  noticeable 
and  offensive  to  well-bred  and  patriotic 
citizens.  J^ow  that  so  many  men  have 
enlisted,  these  persons  constitute  the 
principal  element  to  bear  the  unpleas- 
ant title,  and  their  behaviour  will  even 
lower  a  term  which  already  carries  a 
mean    enough    significance. 

The  people  referred  to  are  those 
selfish  creatures,  who,  in  making  a 
vulgar  display  of  wealth,  announce  at 
once  their  lack  of  taste,  patriotism,  and 
sense. 

To  illustrate:  How  commonly  do  we 
see  every  day  splendid  and  costly 
limousines,  electrics,  and  other  fancy 
cars,  most  of  them  new,  gliding  along 
glistening  in  the  sun,  occupied  by  peo- 
ple clad  In  the  most  expensive  co.'i- 
tumes  of  the  latest  New  York  depra- 
vity. Some  driven  by  chaffeurs,  who 
ought  to  have  more  manhood  than  to 
devote  their  time  to  propelling  bundles 
of  selfishness  about,  InRtend  of  apply- 
ing their  energies  to  productive  work 
for  the  country. 

As  the  limousines  and  electrics  roll 
through  paved  streets  and  avenuen, 
with  the  over-prosperous  tradesmen's 
manner,  they  fiaunt  their  eaxe  and 
pleasure  In  the  faces  of  tired  and  poor- 
ly dressed  women,  the  wives  of  sol- 
diers at  the  front;  women  who  have 
given  up  all  and  undertaken  tSHks 
well-nigh  beyond  their  strength.  In  or- 
der to  permit  their  men  to  resign  lu- 
crative positions  to  fight  in  Europe 
for   the  cause  of  Justice. 

These  self-sacrlflcing  ladies,  labor  up 
Fort  Street  or  some  other  hill,  bearing 
parcels  and  often  leading  or  carrying 
children,  while  their  opulent  sisters 
slide  past  In  comfortable  limousines 
and  other  high-priced  cars  with  mock- 
ins  splendor. 

The  strange  part  of  this  devil's  bus- 
loess  Is  that.  If  so  questioned.  th4 
loiters  in  luxurious  esse  would  strong- 
ly assert  their  patriotism,  and  recount 
a  hundred  times  thrlr  knitting  and 
other  work. 

No  one  comprehends  how  heavy- 
hearted  and  lonely  the  dependents  of 
soldiers  become  at  times,  notwith- 
standing the  efforts  of  associations, 
and  how  deep  It  cuts  to  see  Indolent 
and  osre-free  people  enjoylnir  without 
effort  all  the  crcntiirc  comforts  of  a 
normally  bountiful  land. 

If  these  "rotters,"  to  use  an  ex- 
pressive If  not  very  elegant  English- 
ism, were  in  Great  Britain  they  would 
quickly  realize  that  they  were  many 
miles    t>elow   8o<>lal   sea-level. 

It  Is  a  peculiar  thing,  that  had  times 
always  seem  to  strike  reslly  sub- 
stantial people  the  hardest,  and  those 
who  through  a  trick  of  fortune  get 
wealth  by  "putting  across"  a  "big 
deal"  or  by  some  anch  accident,  en- 
tailing little  mental  or  physical  ex- 
artlon.  rMe  through  aeranely  with  com- 
forts  and   pleasures   undiminished.

Sir, — I  note  a  letter  frort  Mr.  I.  E. 
May  in  reply  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Carmlchael's 
inquiry  concerning'  the  cannery  for 
fruit,  vegetables  and  fish  that  It  was 
Intended  to  erect  near  Cowichan.  A 
few  particulars  will,  I  know,  be  of  in- 
terest to  many  of  your  readers. 

The  Lumml  Packing  Co.,  of  Belllng- 
ham,  has  for  some  time  been  success- 
fully canning  fruit  and  vegetables  as 
well  as  salmon  at  Lummi  Island,  with 
the  result  that  the  farmers  there  have 
found  it  profitable  to  clear  their  land 
so  as  to  produce  crops  for  canning, 
finding  a  sure  market  for  all  they  raise, 
and.  Incidentally,  l^ecoming  extremely 
well-to-do.  The  Lumml  Interests,  see- 
ing a  good  opening  here,  decided  to 
erect  a  similar  plant  in  this  district, 
to  can  fruit,  vegetables  and  salmon, 
dog  salmon  for  choice,  a  non  sporting 
fish,  which  is  a  detriment  to  the  co- 
hoes  in  their  breeding  season,  and  also 
herring  and  other  coarse  fish,  besides 
supplying  cold  storage  facilities  for  all 
kinds  of  fish,  and  for  orchard  fruits. 
Of  these  latter  they  intended  to  pur- 
chase all  offered  them,  preferably  buy- 
ing the  crops  standing  and  so  saving 
the  orctuirdists  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  boxing  and  shipping.  And  all 
transactions  were  to  be  for  spot  cash. 

Beyond  a  couple  of  canning  experts 
a  clear  promise  was  given  to  employ 
local  labor  and  especially  out:  returned 
soldiers,  with  whom  Mr.  Rice,  the  pres- 
ident of  the  company,  is  in  absolute 
sympathy. 

No  Asiatics  were"  to  tie  employed  If 
other  help  could  be  obtained,  and  a 
suitable  fleet  of  boats  would  place  the 
whole  coast  from  Victoria  to  Nanalmo, 
including  the  Islands,  In  direct  touch 
with  the  cannery.  To  effect  this  a 
subsidiary  company  was  formed  In 
Vancouver,  and  opportunity  was  offered 
to  Investors  here  to  subscribe,  although 
the  company,  a  most  wealthy  corpora- 
tlofi.  could  have  handled  all  the  busi- 
ness without  selling  a  single  share. 

Could  a  more  satisfactory  Instrument 
for  fostering  production  be  found  than 
this? 

It  would  have  helped  the  labor  ques- 
tion also,  08,  by  giving  the  farmers  a 
chance  to  produce  at  a  fair  profit,  bet- 
ter wages  could  have  been  paid,  and 
the  question  of  employing  ruinese 
cheap  labor  have  been  settled  In  tho 
(sent  way,  by  substituting  white  tnttk 
for  Chinese. 

But  some  of  the  Cowichan  Bay  resi- 
dents, ably  seconded  by  others  in  Dun- 
can, came  to  the  conclusion  that  one 
purse  seine  fishing  outside  of  Cow- 
ichan Bay  (which,  like  Haanlch  Arm. 
Is  protected)  and  covering  about  three 
acres  of  water  at  one  cost  would  de- 
plete the  fish  from  the  thirty  or  Jorty 
thousand  acres  Of  water  where  the  fish 
congregated.  Therefore  they  circulated 
a  petition  to  stop  all  fishing  for  roni- 
mcrclal  purposes  for  an  area  extensive 
enough  to  Interfere  with  the  fishing 
rights  of  residents  mitside  of  their 
district. 

Mr.  Rice  was  so  lost  In  admiration 
of  the  true  patriotism  of  these  people, 
lust  when  the  Emplra  was  craving  Ir- 
creased  production,  that  he  said  ■  he 
would  not  butt  In  where  he  was  not 
wanted,  so  he  Is  eracting  his  cannory 
at   NItlnat   Instead.

It   was   that   long  ago   that   the 
Bread    Reform    League   was   established 
in    lEnghind     to    advocate     the    use    of 
whole    wheat.       Two    of    the    foremost 
oclentists  of  the  time.  Sir  J.  W.  Lawes 
and    Henry    (later    Sir    Henry)    Gllbort, 
K>intly  investigated  the  question.    Thoy 
found  that  on  account  of  small  branny 
particles  in  whole  wheat  a  considerable 
Increase  in  the  peristallic  action,  clear- 
ing    the    allm^tary    canal     before    the 
contents  had  time  for  absorption.     They 
also   found  that    tbe    poorer   classes   al- 
most invariably  prefer  white  bread,  and 
among    some    of    those    who    work    the 
hardest   and    who   consequently    soonest 
appreciate  a  difference   in   the  nutritive 
quality    (navvies,    for    example).      They 
reported   that    the  navvies   stated    their 
preference    for    the    white    bread.       >«e 
have    numerous    authorities    from    that 
time  to  this  who  proved  by  teats  equal 
or   better  than   Mr.    Harries*,   who   tells 
us  to  experiment  with  white  and  whole 
wheat,    trying    white     for     two     weeks, 
then    brown,    then    back.      The    United 
SUtas  Department  of  Agriculture   tried 
exactly    this   experiment    under    the   su- 
pervision   of   Prof.    W.    O.    Atwater   and 
Prof.     Charles     D.     Woods,     also     Prof. 
Harry    Snyder.      Men    of    various    types 
and    different     vocations    were    fed     on 
bread,    white    for     several     days,     then 
whole    wheat,    and    so    on,    as    per    Mr. 
Harries.      The   finding   of   these    gentle- 
men  was    decidedly    In    favor   of   white. 
«elr    report    Is    given     in     an     article, 
heat    Flour    and    Bread,"    by    Charles 
D.    Woods    and       Harry     Snyder.       Tl»e 
highest  authority  on  bread  as  a  food  is, 
I  think.  Wlinam  Jago,  of  London,  Bng- 
fandTwhtrhas   made  a  study  of  wh^l 
from   its   germination  in   the  soil   right 
through  till  it  becomes  bread.     He  con- 
tends   that    for    many    years   the    testi- 
mony in  favor  of  white  bread  has  been 
overwhelming.       He    says:       "Digestive 
trials     have     proved    that     the     largest 
amounts  of  available  nutrients  and  en- 
ergy    have    been    secured     from     white 
flour."      It    Is    absurd    to    charge   white 
bread  with  being  detrimental  to  health, 
which    would    most   likely    be    the   case 
with  whole  wheat.     One  good  objection 
to   whole   wheat   is   its   defective   power 
of  absorption  by  the  human  system,'  so 
that    the    body    is    unable    to   assimilate 
all    the   nutriment   it   contains;   and  an- 
other  very   serious   objection   is   its  lia- 
bility      to       bacteriological       Impurity. 
Weight   for   weight,   white   bread   Is  su- 
perior to  brown  bread  in  appearance,  in 
nutritive     value.     In    purity,     especially 
freedom    from    noxious    organisms,  and 
In    palatablllty.      While   whole   wheat   is 
not    more    nutritious    than    white,    there 
are    many    cases    in    which    It    Is   desir- 
able,  as.    for    instance,    for    persons    of 
sedentary^habits    and    occupations,    be- 
cause  t'icir   stimulating  of   the   alimen- 
tary tract  may  help  to  procure  a  larger 
secretion    of    the    digestive    Juices   and 
also   overcome    a  tendency    to   constipa- 
tion.     Germ    is    not    Included    in    flour 
on  account  of  containing  a  certain  per- 
centage of  oil.  which  would  cause  flour 
on  being  stored  any  time  to  become  ran- 
cid,   but    whether  its   being   included    in 
bread  would  make  It  more  nutritious  Is 
questional   by  Snyder,  who  added  germ 
to    flour    and    found    that    flour    which 
contained    germ'   was    slightly    lower    in 
digestibility.      Before   leaving   this   sub- 
ject of  digestibility  of  white  and  whole 
wheat  flours,  I  would  like  to  make  men- 
tion     of      vUamlnes.        Vltamlnes      are 
something   new;   they  are  certain   nitro- 
genous compounds,  produced  during  the 
growth  of  yeast.     They  are  akin  to  pro- 
tein.      Any     vitamlnei^    located    In     the 
bran    or   aleurone   layer,   surrounded    by 
cellulose,  would  not  be  available  for  di- 
gestion  In   the   body.     A  chicken  might 
grind  in  his  gizzard  some  of  the  aleur- 
one layer,  but  man  lacks  that  organ  for 
grinding    such    mate|rlal.      There    Is    no 
need    to    worry   aboUt    indigestible   vita- 
mines    in     bran,    because     yeast    in     its 
growth    and    development    makes    vita- 
mines.     -In    fact.    Funk    first    obtained 
vltamlnes    from    yeast.      When    bread   is 
made   with    yeast,   and    milk  Is   used.   It 
is    enriched    with    the    most   active   and 
valuable    vltamlnes    known. 

In  closing,  I  might  add  my  personal 
experience  with  white  bread  and  whole 
wheat.  I  have  been  a  sufferer  of  diges- 
tive troubles,  but  Instead  of  casting 
aside  white  bread  for  my  diet,  I  in- 
cluded certain  fresh  or  cooked  fruits, 
which,  if  I  persisted  In  their  use  as  a 
food,  kept  me  from  conatlpatlve  trou- 
bles. I  did  try  whole  wheat  for  a  time. 
but  could  not  acquire  a  taste  for  it 
as  a  steady  food.  I,  like.  Mr.  Harries, 
when  troubled  with  digestive  disorder. 
lost  energy  and  mental  concentration 
and  became  generally  sluggish.  But 
the  fault  seemed  to  lie  in  tbe  fact  tiiat 
something  was  missing  which  I  sup- 
plied In  the  fruit,  and  I  think  nine 
cases  out  of  ten  will  be  found  to  t>e 
such.  Your  correspondent  says  some 
of  the  poorest  flour  Is  made  In  Canada, 
but  I  would  like  to  add  that  some  of 
the  best  flour  and  also  bread  Is  made 
in  this  coimtry,  and  he  has  Indeed  been 
unfortunate  in  not  having  fonnd  it  out-

This  fact  was  told  In  a  message  which 
was  carried  across  by  a  German  avia- 
tor and  dropped  at  a  point  where  It 
could  be  picked  up  by  members  of  the 
British  forces. 

Capt.  Stuart  was  well  known  both 
here  and  In  Vancouver,  where  he  at- 
tended school.  He  was  only  2S  years 
of  age,  being  a  native  of  Vancouver.  Ho 
was  educated  at  tho  Vancouver  High 
School  and  at  Langara  College,  in  1918 
entering  the  Royal  MHltary  College  at 
Kingston,.  In  November,  1914,  he  ob- 
tained a  commission  in  Strathcona'a 
Horse  and  In  the  following  February 
he  transferred  to  the  11th  Canadian 
Mounted  Rifles.  Eager  to  get  to  the 
scene  of  action  he  negotiated  a  trans- 
fer to  the  1st  Canadian  Pioneers,  which 
were  then  scheduled  for  early  depar- 
ture. He  was  for  a  whole  year  on  tho 
flrtng  line  in  the  capacity  of  lieutenant 
and  was  promoted  to  captaincy  for  his 
good  services  In  tho  field.  He  trans- 
ferred again  to  tho  aerial  service  In 
February  last.  An  exceedingly  popular 
young  officer,  all  those  who  knew  htm 
predicted  for  him  a  brilliant  military 
career. 


WOMEN  ADVISED  TO 
USE  VOTE  PRlVm 

Various  Reform  Measures,  In- 
cluding Protection  of  Giris, 
Discussed  at  Women's  Coun- 
cil Meeting  Held  Yesterday. 


At  tho  monthly  meeting  of  the  Utcal 
CouQcU  of  Women  held  yostorday  attar- 
noon  at  the  Y.W.C.A.,  Mrs.  Spoltord  ad- 
dreaood  the  members  for  a  low  minutes 
on  their  nearly-acquired  rights  and  privi- 
leges aa  cltlsens.  She  reminded  women 
that,  whether  or  not  they  wanted  of 
had  worked  for  thla  measure,  they  oould 
not  evade  the  responsibility  which  la 
now  theirs,  suggesting  that  as  they  now 
had  a  vote  In  the  affairs  of  the  Province 
the  preaent  Ume  waa  a  most  sulUblo 
opportunity  for  all  women  to  hand  to- 
gether and  demand  prohibition  aa  a  war 
measure.  She  reminded  the  gathering 
of  the  mass  meeting  to  he  held  tomor- 
,  row  afternoon  In  the  Metropolitan  Meth- 
odist Church,  when  a  roooluUon  asklns 
for  prohibition  as  a  war  measure  will 
be   introduced. 

In  speaking  of  the  report  on  the  sol- 
diers' vote  which  had  defeated  the  refer- 
endum strongly  supported  by  the  «slvU- 
lan  vote  of  this  Province,  the  speaker 
referred  to  Ihe  "high-handed  way  in 
which  the  soldiers'  vote  had  been  car- 
ried on  overseas."  and  said  that  accord- 
ing to  affidavits  secured  from  various 
sources  "stacks  of  Irregularities"  in  tho 
system  observed  during  the  count  were 
reported. 

With  reference  to  the  registration  of 
women  voters  the  members  wero  in- 
formed that  they  might  register  with 
any  notary  public,  or  postmaster,  at  the 
courthouse  or  the  Crown  Realty  Co. 
Mrs.  A.  Galbraith  sUted  that  several 
women  commissioners  would  shortly  be 
appointed  by  the  Government  to  receive 

4bo   registrations   of atomen    cltisensj 

with  headquarters  at  the  Liberal  Asso- 
ciation rooma     The  voters'     lists     will 
close  on   May   1.   and   all    women  Inter- 
ested In  having  a  voice  in  the  govern- 
ment of  their  country  were  advised  to 
lose  no  time  In  registering  their  names. 
B«nal  Moral  Staadarda 
Mrs.   8.   .1.   Thompson,  as  convener  of 
the  committee  on  equal  moral  standards, 
presented  a  petition  and  circular  for  aa 
many    signatures  as   might   be   secured, 
for  an  amendment  to  the  Criminal  Code 
of  Canada,  changing  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  as  mentioned  in  tho  code  to  four- 
teen  years   and    extending   the   sixteen- 
year  limit  to  twenty-one  years,  also  for 
the  total  elimination  of  the  words  "of 
previously  chaste  character"  In     refer- 
ence to  girl  delinquents.     She  said  that 
these  amendments  had  received  the  en- 
dorsation  of  the  National     Council     of 
Women,   as   well   as  other  national   or- 
ganisations and  urged  that  they  should 
be  endorsed   by  the  Council  and  as  far 
as  posalblo  receive  the  signatures  of  all 
persons   over  twenty-one  years   of  age. 
Iii  B^*ondlng   the  resolution  Mrs.   Spof- 
ford  spoke  strongly  for  the  ellmlnaUon 
of  the  four  words  mentioned,  as  sho  said 
it   had    proved   a   loophole   for   men   on 
many  occasions  to  escape  from  punish- 
ment. 

No  report  was  available  on  the  pro- 
posed combination  of  the  duties  of 
policewoman  with  those  of  children's  aid 
secretarj-.  as  nothing  had  been  done  in 
the  matter.  The  council  expressed  strong 
disapproval  of  this  proposed  meaaure, 
as  they  felt  that  each  officer  had  enough 
work  to  perform  in  her  own  respective 
sphere,  and  if  any  reduction  on  the 
police  staff  should  be  made  at  all  It 
■hould  not  be  brought  about  by -tho  dis- 
missal of  the  one  policewoman,  while 
men  wero  retained  who  are  not  consid- 
ered the  proper  persons  to  deal  with  wo- 
men delinquents.

COUNCIL  TO  ATTEND 

PROHBITION  RALLY 

The  mayor  and  aldermen  last  night 
unanimously  decided  to  accept  tho  In- 
vitation of  the  Rev.  William  Steven- 
son to  occupy  seats  on  the  platform  at 
a  mass  meeting  of  women  In  tho 
Metropolitan  Methodist  Church  at  3 
o'clocic  tomorrow  afternoon  to  ask  the 
Government  for  prohibition  by  direct 
legislation   for  the  du^tion  of  the  war. 

"As  this  will  bo  the  flrst  public 
action  of  a  large  body  of  women 
cltlsens  of  Victoria  since  the  Act  was 
passed  conferring  upon  the  women  of 
the  Province  equal  franchise.  It  is  fell 
that  the  occaslot»  Is  one  upon  which 
the  chief  magistrate  of  tho  city  to- 
gether with  tho  board  of  aldermen 
might  well  be  present  to  signatlao  the 
event."  said  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson  In  his 
invitation. 


Mrs.  Thompson,  reporting  on  the  pris- 
on gate  work,  which  Involves  meeting 
the  prisoners  as  they  are  released  from 
gaol  and  assisting  them  In  finding  woric, 
as  well  as  helping  them  to  keep  out  of 
further  trouble.  She  said  that  this  work 
was  more  generally  and  most  efllclently 
carried  on  by  the  Salvation  Army,  es- 
pecially In  all  Eastern  cities,  but  that 
she  was  unable  to  obtain  information 
locally.

SUPPRESSING  NUISANCE 

Felice    Aathortties    of    Vsncenvef,    ta    At-

Under  the  caption,  "Suppressing  a 
Nuisance,"  The  Vancouver  World,  in  Its 
Issue  of  Monday  last,  says,  editorially:

In  the  capital  of  the  Kmpire 
the  scandal  at  one  time  became  so  great 
that  leading  London  Journals  started  a 
campaign  against  fortune-tellers  and 
purveyors  of  fake  "religions,"  and  hy 
revealing  some  of  the  scandalous  meth- 


ods Involved,  forced  tho  authorities  to 
take  action.  Here  that  hao  not  been 
necessary;  the  authoritioa  havo  acted 
en  their  own  initiative.

Pte.  A.  J.  Hodsklnson.  of  Victoria,  who 
left  for  overaeas  with  the  Mth  Bat- 
talion, has  been  killed  In  action,  ac- 
cording to  word  received  here  by  his 
widow  from  the  chaplain  of  bis  ualt— 
the   2(th   Battalion. 

No  mention  baa  yet  been  made  of 
Pte.  Hodsklnson'a  death  In  tho  ofnclal 
casualty  lists  for  some  unaccountable 
reason  and  consetiuently  the  family 
was  greatly  distressed  when  the  chap- 
lain oonflrmed  the  report  that  had 
reached  their  ears  only  through  meagre 
reference  in  letters  from  the  front 
Some  days  ago  Roy  Gilchrist  sent  a 
letter  to  a  friend  in  this  city,  enclpslng 
the  lied  Cross  badge  which  Pte.  Hodg- 
kinson had  worn  on  his  sleeve,  he  hav- 
ing been  a  member  of  the  ambulance 
section.  "I  have  lost  my  best  friend," 
wrote  Gilchrist,  in  speaking  of  Hodgkin- 
aon's  death,  an  If  it  was  already  a 
well  known  fact  that  he  had  been 
killed. 

The  chaplain's  letter  says:  "I  regret 
to  rei)ort  to  you  the  death  of  your 
husband,  Pte,  A.  J.  Hodgkinson,  180072. 
He  was  killed  In  action  on  March  2. 
We  burled  him  at  Kcolvres  cemetery 
on  March  4.  All  that  we  could  do  for 
him  was  done.  He  was  respecte<l  by 
hla  comrades,  who  deeply  deplore  his 
loss.  It  is  Indeed  a  great  blow  to  you, 
but  you  have  the  satisfaction  of  know- 
ing that  lie  died  a  hero  for  his  coun- 
try.

The  formation  of  an  agricultural  co- 
operative association,  to  be  organized 
and  npanced  by  Victoria  business  men 
with  a  view  to  increasing  the  pro- 
duction of  farm  produce  locally  and 
improving  marketing  facilities,  is  ad- 
vocated In  a  communication  to  the 
Board  of  -Trade'  from  Prof.  Lionel 
Hlevenson.  director  Of  the  Sidney  Ex- 
perimental   Farm.  •  .    (> 

The  letter,  which  was  read  at  yes- 
terday'i^  meeting  of  the  council,  says 
in  part: 

"There  are  a  number  of  outatandlag 
factors  entering  into  tho  business  of 
agriculture  and  Its  mettipdA  of  pro- 
duction. Of  these  factors  labor  and 
management  are  of  greatest  Importance 
during  the  present  economic  conditions. 
These  two  factors  will  largely  control 
the  production  of  the  food  crops  dur- 
ing the  present  and  near  future  years. 
"The  labor  factor  as  It  affects  agri- 
culture is  Indeed  serious,  for  without 
labor  there  cah  be  but  little  production. 
Men  on  .the  land  have  been  attracted 
by  conditions  that  appealed  to  them, 
conditions  that  promised  a  living  for 
a  smaller  expenditure  of  labor  or  con- 
ditions that  offered  more  entprtalnment 
and  time  for  such.  The  balance  has 
not  yet  been  reached  as  the  movement 
of  labor  from  the  rural  to  urban  dis- 
tricts still  goes  on.  Until  this  balance 
In  found  the  prices  of  farm  produce 
win  continue  to  go  up.  After  the  high 
point  has  been  reached  the  movement 
of  labor  will  reverse  and  become,  from 
urban    to   rural. 

Smalaoaa  Saa'a  Opportuatty 
"Any  action  on   the  part  of   the  Vic- 
toria  Board  of   Trade   thft  will   hasten 
the    movement    of    human      energy    to- 
ward  the  land  will  result   In   Increased 
production  of  farm  crops.     The  City  of 
Victoria   has   many   wealthy   men,     men 
capable   of   doing   muoh   to  further   the 
prouction  of  food  on  Vancouver  Island. 
If    the    i3oard    of    Trade    can    Influence 
these    men    with    capital    to    Invest      In 
the   business   of   food   production,   much 
Increase  could   be   secured   on   the  land 
of    Vancouver    Islanjd.

Minister  of 
Railways,  Mayor  Todd  and  members  of 
the  City  Council  yesterday  went  over  to 
the  .Songhees  Reserve  and  agreed  on  the 
part  of  the  Reserve  to  be  given  the  City 
for  park  purposes.  A  notice  of  forma\ 
application  to  the  Oovernment  for  a 
girt  of  this  property  was  put  through 
the  Council  last  night. 

The  area  of  the  park  site  Is  about  six 
acres.  It  Is  650  feet  long  and  170  feet 
wide.  11  Is  level  with  the  exception  of 
one  piece  of  rook,  Whiih  will  be  blasted 
away.  The  property  extends  north  of 
the  extension  of  Johnson  Street  through 
the  Reserve  and  runs  straight  to  Ks- 
qulmalt  Road.  It  will  be  bounded  ,on 
the  west  by  Alston  Street. 

Two  locations  were  carefully  con- 
sidered by  the  Minister,  the  Mayor  and 
the  aldermen,  but  after  oonsldcratlon 
the  choice  was  made  tinanlmous. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  told  the  aldermen 
that  the  site  would  be  granted  by  the 
Government  without  any  objection.  The 
land  which  the  Government  had  pre- 
viously set  aside  for  the  park  was  about 
one-nuarter  of  the  slr-e  of  the  present 
property,  and  consisted  of  the  outcrop- 
pings  of  a  strata  of  rock. 

As  soon  ts  the  gift  Is  confirmed  by 
the  Government  the  City  will  level  off 
the  property  and  convert  It  Into  a  play- 
ground. 

BOARD  WILL  ENTER 

PROTEST  AT  OTTAWA 

Attltode  of  Preporedaewi  Adopted  to  Kaeare 

Against   Poiwable  Removal  of  Military 

Head^narten 

While  admitting  that  Col.  J.  Duff 
Stuart  had  denied  the  report  and  that 
Ottawa  had  shown  Ignorance  of  any 
contemplated  change,  the  Board  of 
Trade  council  yesterday  decided  to  en- 
ter a  formal  protest  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Militia  and  Defence  against 
"the  possible  removal  from  Work  Point 
of  the  administrative  ofHces  of  Mili- 
tary District  No.  11. 

The  secretary  told  the  meeting  that 
he  had  been  Informed  by  Mr.  O.  H. 
Barnardt  M.P..  that  nothing  was  known 
at  Ottawa  of  any  such  move  and  that 
no  recommendations  had  been  made. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Beckwith  said  It  was  poa- 
slble  that  the  authorities  at  headquar- 
tes*  might  be  discussing  the  question 
and  perhaps  contemplating  making 
some  changas.  although  no  official 
recommendations   had   boon   made. 

After  several  members  had  aired 
their  views  on  the  subject,  a  telegram 
to  be  forwarded  to  Ottawa  was  out- 
lined, and  Messrs.  C.  T.  Cross,  J.  V. 
Beckwith  and  J.  KIngham  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  watch  devel- 
opments.

A  aeries  of  storms  on  this  Coast  Is 
disturbing  the  steadiness  of  meteoro- 
loi^cal  conditions  whloh  would  permit 
of  seasonable  .'Spring  weather.  '  This 
was  more  noticeable  in  the  latitude  of 
Prince  Rupert  yesterday  than  here.  Last 
night  the  temperature  had  fallen  to  34 
and  It  was  again  snowing,  while  at 
Triangle  Island,  well  out  in  tho  Pacltlc, 
It  snowed  heavily  for  a  time  yesterday 
morning.  Heavy  southerly  gales  swept 
the  coast  durins  the  dny  with  a  sever- 
ity very  unusual  for  this  xeason  of  the 
year.  At  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia 
River  w.Ind  velocities,  as  high  aa  60 
miles  an  hour,  were  recorded.  A  strong 
easterly  gale  was  also  experienced  on 
the  Strait  of  Georgia.  The  wind  was 
blowing  38  miles  an  hour  from  the  east 
at  Entrance  Island,  Nanalmo,  at  i 
o'clock    last    night. 

The  weather  is  dr^cidedly  unsettled 
throughout  the  Paclflc  northwest  coast 
area  though  the  temperature  remained 
mild  over  the  southern  latitude  of  tho 
Province.  The  maximum  temperature 
here  yesterday  was  60  degrees  and  the 
warmth  was  even  more  marked  at  In- 
terior points.  Kamloops  reported  61 
degrees.  Nelson  50  and  Hentlcton  60  tlc- 
grees.  Rain  mas  general,  save  at  the 
more  northerly  points,  where  snow  fell 
In  many  localities. 

In  contrast  to  the  mildness  her*, 
there  was  little  show  of  Spring  con- 
ditions In  the  far  Kast  yesterday.  At 
Ottawa  the  minimum  temperature  was 
but  20  degrees  above  sero,  and  the 
maximum  but  3t  above.  At  Montreal 
the  range  was  between  11  and  32  de- 
grees, and  at  St.  Johns,  on  the  At- 
lantic coast,  between  22  snd  24  de- 
grees. At  Quebec  the  early  morning 
temperature  was  down  to  10  above  xero. 
There  will  be  a  tendency  toward 
westerly  winds  here  today,  and  it  Is 
expected  that  gale  velocities  may  be 
reached  during  the  forenoon,  though 
they  will  not  likely  be  severe.  Showers 
and  sunshlna  will  alternate  In  April 
proportions.

On  Kastcr  Monday,  boys  and  elrla 
were  to  l>e  met  on  every  street.  It 
waa  good  to  see  the  fresh,  happy  faceu. 
It  may  sound  hateful  to  s^y  that  dur- 
ing: the  rest  of  this  week  thene  youne 
people  with  their  strong  limbs  should 
be  at  work.  But  this  In  the  simple 
truth.  If  every  High  School  girl  and 
boy  and  the  pupils  of  the  senior  grades 
of  the  public  schools  were  at  work 
in  homo  gardens  or  in  empty  lots  a 
great  deal  would  have  been  accom- 
plished In  the  holidays.  Moat  of  them 
would  willingly  have  worked  if  there 
had   been  efllcient  leadership. 

As  it  is,  moat  of  the  gardening  is 
being  done  by  elderly  people,  many  of 
whom  have  flnlshed  a  day's  work  be- 
fore they  begin  gardening.  If  there  ia 
any  auoh  necessity  for  planting  vege- 
tables as  we  are  led  to  believe,  it 
would  have  paid  the  agricultural  de- 
partment and  the  city  council  to  give 
seeds.  Some  of  the  teachers  could 
have  given  instruction,  and  there  should 
have  been  expert  teaching  from  the 
Department    of    Agriculture. 

Many  people  are  gardening  It  Is  true. 
But  there  is  the  labor  of  at  least  a 
thousand  young  people  between  the 
ages  of  twelve  and  eighteen  going  to 
waste  for  want  of  proper  oragntcatlon. 
It  should  be  considered  unpatriotic  for 
any  rod  of  land  to  remain  uncultivated. 

Our  girls  have  shown  by  their  con- 
tributions to  the  Red  Cross  that  they 
will  work  when  properly  appealed  to. 
Our  stock  of  vegetables  may  be  needed 
to  last  tilt  the  next  crop  Is  ready  next 
year.  We  are  buying  now  from  Oregon 
and  California. 

No  one  would  be  hurt  if  he  or  she 
made  a  garden  and  tended  it  through 
the  Summer.  Judgment  would  have  to 
be  exercised  aa  to  the  kind  of  crop 
to  be  sown.  There  is  no  sense  in  wast- 
ing more  land  than  is  needed  in  rad- 
ishes and  lettuce.  Still  leas  ia  It  of 
use  to  have  the  one  wormy  and  the 
other  tough.  If  the  war  is  over  this 
season  who  is  to 'feed  the  French  and 
Belgians  on  the  land  that  is  now  being 
devastated?  Where  are  the  Armenians, 
the  Poles  and  the  Serbians  to  And 
bread? 

Victoria  Is  a  little  city,  it  Is  true. 
But  if  we  could  send  to  Belgium  the 
money  we  usually  pay  for  imported 
vegetables  in  tba  Spring  season,  the 
sum  would  not  b«  Inslgnlfloent.  There 
are  people  who  are  planting  their  lawns 
and  backyards,  but  there  are  many 
homes  w1i«ra  nothing  Is  being  dona. 
Organisation,  demonstfation  and  in- 
struction are  needed.  With  these  our 
young  people  would  do  wonders.  There 
la  no  want  of  patriotism  or  humanity 
among  them.

A  number  of  British  ladles  have 
formed  a  branch  of  Queen  Mary's 
Needlework  Guild  called  "The  Surgical 
RequIsitCH  Association."  Several  of  the 
members  have  Invented  contrivances 
which  will  lessen  the  sufTering  of 
wounded  men.  A  strong  committee 
supplies  funds  needed  for  the  purchase 
of  material  and  the  ladles  themselves 
furnish  much  of  the  labor  required. 
Among  the  Inventors  are  Mrs.  Sunyer 
Atkin,  Mrs.  Halle  and  Miss  Achenon. 
Mrs.  Atkin  has  contrived  a  splint  which 
is  in  great  demand,  and  she  and  her 
friends  are  kept  busy  making  them.  A 
papier  mache  bath  and  a  drop-foot  boot 
have  been  designed  by  women  and  have 
been  found  useful.  It  has  long  been  a 
matter  of  reproach  to  women  that  they 
lack  the  faculty  of  invention.  Pity  and 
patriotism  have  combined  with  neces- 
sity to  supply  the  motive  needed  in  the 
case  of  surgical  requisites.

Shoes  are  becoming  very  dear  in  Can- 
ada. It  will,  in  all  probability,  be  very^ 
hard  for  poor  parents  to  provide  «hoes 
In  the  Fall  and  Winter  for  their  chil- 
dren that  they  may  be  able  to  attend 
school. 

In  England  the  old  fashion  of  wearing 
clogs  or  shoes  with  wooden  soles  haa 
been  revived.  The  London  County 
Council  is  providing  such  shoes  for  in- 
digent pupils.  They  cost  only  seventy- 
three  cents  a  pair,  and  protect  the  feet 
efTectually  from  cold  and  damp.  They 
are  paid  for  in  weekly  Instalments  of 
three  pence.  A  British  clog-making 
Arm  has  had  to  decline  an  order  from 
the  Belgian  Government  for  100,000 
pairs  of  clogs.  In  Belgium,  Holland, 
and  France,  wooden  shoes  or  sabots 
are  very  oommonly  worn.  Yorkshire 
children  wear  clogs  to  school  and  to 
work. 

In  Summer  there  la  no  reason  why 
little  boys  and  girls  in  the  country 
should  'v^ear  shoes.     It  may  be  that  in 
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warm  days  the  city  pavemenCa-  would 
b«  unbearably  hot.  ^  Otherwlao  clean 
feet  should  not  ba  considered  a  dis- 
grace. It  Is  far  better  that  small  peo- 
ple should  be  well  fed  than  Anely 
dressed,  and  it  la  to  be  feared  that 
economy  must  be  practiced  aomewhere. 
If  children  went  t>arefoot  in  the  Sum- 
mer months  their  shoea  could  be  saved 
for  Winter.  In  the  meantlmo,  the  mak- 
ing of  cloga  could  be  arranged  for  If 
that  should  be  necessary. 

All  this  may  sound  premature,  but  it 
Is  less  than  a  year  since  a  noted  econo- 
mls  writer  in  England  advocated  doing 
without  shoes  as  a  measure  of  econ- 
omy. Before  Winter  was  over  clogs 
were  being  worn,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  shoes  will  be  discarded  al- 
together when  tha  warm  weather 
comes.

This 
year  tha  robin's  note  seems  to  have  an 
angry  sound  as  In  the  early  morning 
it  pierces  the  air.  Poor  things,  the 
nesting  time  is  long  In  coming. 

Who  was  the  stranger  with  a  flute 
like  note  who  sang  from  a  telegraph 
wire  the  other  morning?  Net  a  mea- 
dow 4ark,  although  about  the  same 
size? 

Many  enquiries  have  been  made  about 
flocks  of  blue  black  birds  that  took 
possesion  of  the  gardens  after  the  snow 
showers  of  late  March.  They  were 
strangers  to  Victoria.  Has  anyone  seen 
an  Knglish  robin,  or  have  the  W  interim 
been  too  cold  for  the  red  breast  T  The 
sky  lark  has  been  successfully  trans- 
planted and  may  b«  heard  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Mount  Tolmie  to  the  delight  of 
English  and  Irish  boys  and  girls,  who 
missed  that  friend  of  children  and 
poets. 

Are  humming  birds  becoming  acarce, 
or  is  it  that  they  have  not  yet  found 
ttve  gardens  in  the  newer  parts  of  the 
city?  Perhaps  these  are  questions 
enough  to  set  some  bright  eyes  watch- 
ing, or  to  draw  answers  from  friends 
hiore  learned   in  bird  lore.

The  New  York  Outlook  publishes 
the  following  article,  which  shows  how 
eminent  men  look  upon  the  work  chil- 
dren can  do  in  war  time: 

"No  feature  of  war  is  ao  ominous  aa 
famine.  We  see  that  patently  enough 
in  the  various  warring  countries  If  our 
truck-gardeners  and  farmers  have 
strained  their  energies  to  produce  to 
the  limit,  we  must  fall  back  upon  other 
producers — our  children.  How  many 
American  children  help  America  to  be 
prepared  for  war?  By  utilizing  exist- 
ing agencies^-our  home  garden,  school 
garden,  and  vacant  lot  associations.  One 
of  their  benefactors  recently  made  a 
timely  suggestion  that  this  year  chil- 
dren should  be  encouraged  to  plant  no 
flowers,  but  vegetablea  only.  In  their 
garden*.  To  show  them  and  their  el- 
ders what  might  be  done,  Mr.  Charles 
Lathrop  Pack,  President  of  the  Ameri- 
can Forestry  Association,  together  with 
ex-Presldent  Idiot  of  Harvard,  Presi- 
dent flibben  of  Princeton,  Mr.  Luther 
Burbank,  the  eminent  California  natur- 
alist, the  Hon.  James  Wilson,  ex-Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Carl  Vroo- 
man.  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture. Mr.  A.  W.  Shaw,  editor  of  "Sys- 
tem." Captain  J.  B.  White,  of  the  United 
States  Shipping  Board.  Mr.  John  Uaya 
Hammond,  Mr.  Emerson  MacMlIlan  and 
others,  organized  a  National  Emergency 
Food  Garden  Commission.  These  econ- 
micrts  s«e  the  reserves  of  fcrtlUtjr  in 
the  back  yards  and  vacant  lots  of  our 
Cities  and  towns,  aad  they  ■••  the  labor 
power  In  the  "idle  hour"  of  men  and 
women,  but  especially  of  children.  They 
(would  bring  together  these  two  re- 
sources. They  would  intensify  vege- 
table planting  by  using  existing  ma- 
chinery in  a  large  way,  and  by  greater 
publicity,  co-ordination  and  consequent 
efflcienor. 

Most  of  the  six  minion  beys  and  girls 
In  this  country  between  the  ages  of 
nine  and  sixteen  would  seem  to  have 
time  enough  for  bom*  gardening,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Claxton.  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Education,  while  for 
at  least  two-thirds  of  these  children, 
he  says  there  Is  access  to  back  yards, 
side  yards,  front  yarda,  and  vacant  lots, 
which  might  be  cultivated  as  small  gar- 
dens foi*  the  growth  of  vegetablea  and 
small   fruits. 

Consider  what  tha  chlMran,  with 
some  Intelligent  direction,  might  pro- 
duce In  vegetables  and  fniita,  not  only 
for  their  own  tabiM,  but  also  for  sell- 
ing in  their  Immediate  neighborhoods. 
Such  a  natlon-wld*  effort  thoroughly 
carried  out.  mlgbt  add  from  |2S0,000.««0 
to  |500,00«,000  to  th«  food  value  of  this 
season's  orop. 

If  course,  as  Dr.  Claxton  adds,  ear- 
tain  pbjrataal  and  moral  advantagaa  are 
also  evldant — neiw  bealtli  and  strength 
for  tba  children,  aad  a  greater  removal 
from  tlia  temptations  of  the  street. 
There  troald  alsa  be,  wa  woald  add,  a 
greater  appreciation  and  kaovladga  of 
natura— aad  what  ia  Jf  special  vaJtie 
Just  »0W — a  kaanar  sense  of  raapoaal- 
bllity  to  tha  nation  during  a  time  of 
criala.'*

The  Wosmo's  Coun- 
cU  baa  done  a  great  deal  to  odwcata 
women  to  think  about  those  queatlona 
that  relate  especially  to  ibcmsalvea  and 
fo  their  children. 

For  more  than  twenty  yeara  tb*  wo- 
men of  Canadian  citloa  hav*  talkad  and 
thought  on  ssatteni  portabalns  to  aocial 
welfare.  In  tb*  Women'*  lasUtutas 
and  Grain  Orowerfl'  aaba  they  have 
considered  oconomto  aad  IndnatrUI 
questions  aa  well  ^mm  •thloal  prob- 
lems. All  this  baa  been  beneAclal 
But  auch  oonaideralloa  baa  be«n  con- 
flned.  at  least  in  the  clttas.  to  a  com- 
patatlvely  small  number.  The  eleetor- 
at*  oonslsta  of  all  man  and  women 
ov*r  th«  aa*  of  tw*nty-on*.  Unless  th« 
new  electors  pr*par«  tbemselvea  to 
make  Uitelllgant  dedaions.  thia  Pro- 
vlnc*  wlU  not  b*  better  governed  than 
it  has  been  in  former  years. 

It  is  true  tb*  electors  do  not  make 
the  laws.  These  are  frabied  by  men 
chesea  for  the  purpos*.  Now  it  will 
be  possible  for  women  to  sbar*  in  these 
delUMrations  and 'acts.  To  chooa*  such 
m*n  or  women  as  can  b«st  maaa^  tb* 
bualn«ss  of  a  gr*at  province  aad  mak* 
tb*  laws  concerning  its  attairs  is  not 
a  light  task.  It  cannot  b*  well  done  by 
women  who  never  read  the  editorials 
of  a  newapaper  and  who  tak*  nothing 
from  the  library  but  th*  Ughtaat  Ac- 
tion. Not  much  help  wlU  bo  gained 
from  the  picture  ahows  «o  ganeroualy 
attended  by  women.  Wban  |K>litlcs  Is 
not  a  dishonest  game,  It  la  a  serious 
business.  It  is  concerned  with  tb*  d** 
velopment  of  our  Province,  the  conser- 
vation of  its  resourooa,  tb*  moral  wel- 
fare of  its  people,  the  education  of  its 
children.  All  these  are  serious  mat- 
ters. To  guard  against  tho  self-inter- 
est which  ia  the  source  of  corruption 
may  not  be  so  easy  aa  moat  of  us  Im- 
agine.. No  advantage  will  have  boen 
gained  if  the  majority  of  women  voters 
aro  content  to  follow  loaders  blindly, 
whether  such  leaders  are  fathers  and 
brothers  or  women  and  men  prominent 
In  affairs.  If  voters  are  intelligent,  aa 
well  as  conscientious  and  aingle-minded 
our  legislators  will  be  honest  states- 
men, not  scheming  politicians. 

To  realise  the  ideal  Lord  Macaulay 
had  in  mind  whoa  bo  wroto  tba  "Uiy 
of  Horatius"  may  well  b«  tbe  aim  of 
the  women  of  the  Province: 

A 
"Then  none  was  for  a  party: 

Then  all  were  for  the  state: 
Then    the    great   man    helped    the   poor. 

And  the  poor  man  loved  the  great; 
Then   lands    were   fairly   portioned; 

Then  spoils  were  fairly  sold; 
Then  Romans  were  like  brothers 

In  the  brave  days  of  old."

Direct  evidence 
was  found  that  sponges  had  been 
stuffed  Into  the  nostrils  of  three  horses 
In  one  of  the  races  during  the  closing 
days,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  tha 
officials  had  only  the  testimony  of  a 
colored  groomster  to  rely  upon,  the 
Iiower  California  Jockey  Club  took  no 
steps  In  nillng  off  a  number  of  promi- 
nent horsemen  who  were  involved.  Tha 
Information  is  forthcoming,  however, 
that  in  the  future  the  entries  of  the 
parties  under  suspicion  will  not  b«  re- 
ceived. 

Making  use  of  sponges  to  stop  th* 
breathing  of  horses  and  check  their 
speed  In  a  cruel  trick  of  unscrupulous 
persons  about  rack  tracks.  Many  scan- 
dals have  been  woven  around  the  prac- 
tice, and  the  turf  officials  have  l>een 
prompt  in  stamping  out  tho  evil. 

A  big  clean-up  was  attempted  when 
the  three  horses  were  "fixed"  so  that 
they  would  be  out  of  the  running,  but 
In  this  case — like  many  others — the  best 
laid  plans  often  go  amiss.  Presump- 
tion, one  of  the  horses  tampered  with, 
came  out  and  showed  his  gameness  In 
driving  down  In  front,  even  with  his 
breathing  hampered.  Barsac,  another 
that  was  mishandled,  was  lyecond,  bo 
that  the  engineered  "frame-up"  fell  flat, 
and  It  Is  aald  that  the  schemers  lost 
hundreds. 

The  Jockey  Club  Immediately  got  busy 
and  conducted  a  thorough  Investigation. 
"We  had  strong  circumstantial  evidence- 
on  some  prominent  turfmen,"  explains 
Judge  Pettenglll.  "but  I  advised  against 
acting  unless  we  were  positive  of  th* 
guilt  of  the  parties."

Although 
the  conference  report  had  generally 
been  well  received  by  the  press  and 
the  public.

WAR  CORRESPONDENTS'  HEAD-

don.  April  10. — (By  Philip  Glbbs>— The 
Canadians  achieved  an  heroic  success 
by  gaining  Vimy  ridge,  that  high,  dom- 
inating ground  which  was  the  scene  of 
some  of  the  Hercest,  French  battles  In 
the  first  part  of  the  war,  and  which 
was  a  great  wall  defending  Doual.  Af- 
ter the  retreat  from  BApaume  and  Pe- 
ronne  this  news  should  be  a  thunder- 
bolt m  Germany,  tearing  the  scales 
from  the  blind  and  raising  anew  a  cry 
for  peace. 

Some  trenches  were  taken  by  tlie 
help  of  tanks,  which  .advanced  upon 
them  In  their  leisurely  way,  climbing 
up  banks  and  over  parapets,  sitting  for 
a  while  to  rest  and  then  waddling  for- 
ward again,  shaking  machine  gun  bul- 
lets from  their  steel  flanks^nd  pouring 
a  deadly  fire  Into  the  enemy's  position 
and  so  mastering  ground  north  of  the 
Scarpe  to   the  northeast  of  Arras. 

It  Is  too  soon  to  tell  much-  of  the 
story  of  this  great  battle,  which  Is  still 
being  fought.  As  I  write,  out  of  Its 
turmoil.  In  rainstorms  which  turned  to 
snow  for  a  few  minutes,  only  brief  re- 
ports come  back.  They  are  all  good  re- 
ports so  far. 

The  attack  about  which  I  know  most 
was  the  one  round  Arras.  Here  the 
enemy's  lines  ran  right  into  the  suburb 
of  St.  Laurent  and  Blangy,  where  once 
through  a  chink  in  the  wall  only  seven 
yards  away  I  saw  a  German  pout.  This 
morning  our  men  swept  the  Germans 
out  of  these  positions  and  went  stolidly 
through  the  enemy  trenches  to  Keuchy.

four  miles  east  of  Arras,  the  enemy 
was  afraid  of  the  attack,  and  in  the 
night  had  withdrawn  ell  but  the  rear- 
guard posts  to  trenches  further  back, 
where  he  resisted  fiercely  with  inces- 
sant   machine    gun    fire. 

The  enemy's  trench  system  Houth  of 
Arras  was  enormously  strong,  but  our 
bombardment  pounded  It,  and  our  men 
went  through  without  much  loss  to  the 
reserve  support  trenches,  then  on  to  a 
chain  of  posts  In  front  of  the  Harvest 
trench,  which  was  strongly  held,  and  af- 
ter heavy  fighting  with  bombs  and 
bayonets  to  the  Observatory  ridge,  from 
which  for  two  years  and  a  half  the  en- 
emy looked  down,  directing  the  fire  of 
his  batteries  against  the  French  and 
British  positions. 

South  of  TlUoy  there  were  two  .for- 
midable positions,  called  The  Harp  and 
Telegraph  Hill,  the  former  being  a  fort- 
ress of  trenches  shaped  like  an  Irish 
harp,  and  the  latter  rising  as  far  as 
the  wood  of  the  White  House  and  north 
again  along  Vimy   ridge. 

BRITISH  LOSSES  LIGHT

WITH       THE       BRITISH       ARMIES 
IN  FRANCE,  April  10.— The  British  cas- 
ualties during  the  advance  on  the  Lens- 
Arras  front  have  been  llgiu,  due  large- 
ly   to   the    splendid    artillery   covering. 

Men  who  jire  walking  back  to  the  hos- 
pital stations  from  the  forward-moving 
front  give  glowing  accounts  of  how  the 
Germans  are  being  "done"  everywhere. 
After  being  bandaged  hurriedly  in  the 
forward  dressing  posts,  the  wounded 
men  return  whistling  or  singing  in  high 
spirits. 

The  crowded  cages  for  prisoners  at 
corps  and  divisional  headquarters  have 
been  a  source  of  the  greatest  interest  to 
the  Tommies  who  are  awaiting  their 
turn  at  the  front.  They  gather  about 
the  outer  circle  of  barbed  wire  and  con- 
verse with  the  Germans  who  are  able 
to  speak  English.  Even  In  this  third 
year  of  the  war,  waiters  from  London 
hotels  who  are  captured  anxiously  In- 
quire how  things  are  going  there  and 
If  the  Zeppelins  left  any  visible  signs  of 
the  city.  Loud  laughter  rings  about  the 
cages  at  some  of  these  questions  and 
the  replies  of  the  Tommies  cause  laugh- 
ter In   turn  within  the  cages. 

The  prisoners  toss  out  water  bottles 
which  the  British  refill  and  fling  back. 
There  la  also  a  lively  exchange  of  souve- 
nirs. 


FIVE    FISHERMEN    DROWED

HALIFAX,  April  10.— Five  fishermen 
lost  their  lives  in  a  terrlflo  storm 
which  swept  Nova  Scotia  last  night. 
The  dead  are: 

Chas.  Conrod,  39:  Duncan  Conrod,  20; 
Frederick  Duncan,  28:  all  of  Liverpool, 
N.  S.;  Thomas  Mu«ey,  Yarmouth,  N.S.; 
Geo.  Therian,  Digby,  N.S. 

A  sloop  containing  the  first  three 
named  foundered.  The  gasoline  bopt 
of  Musey  and  Therian  came  ashore 
with  oars  and  trawls  In  position,  and 
It  was  thought  at  the  time  that  the 
men  had  been  picked  up  by  a  passing 
schooner,  but  the  washing  ashore  of 
one  of  the  bodies  has  shattered  this 
hope. 

LIEUT.    ROBINSON    MISSING

LONDON,  April  10.— The  Evening 
News  says  that  Lieut.  William  Leefe 
Robinson.  V.C..  the  first  aviator  to  bring 
down  a  seppellD  In  England,  Is  reported 
missing. 


Lieut.  Robinson  earned  the  Victoria 
Cross  and  became  a  popular  hero  in  the 
Cnlted  Kingdom  last  September  by 
•hooting  down  f  seppelln  at  a  height  of 
10.000  feet.  The  seppelln,  which  waa 
taking  pert  in  an  attack  on  the  London 
area,  was  brought  down  In  flmmee  at 
Cufflcy.     The  lieutenant  Is  SI   years  of 


"The  Germans  hate  the  Anterleaas 
more  than  they  do  the  British."  declared 
Dr.  OrvlIIe  McKInn,  veterinary  surgeou. 
of  New  Tork,  who  arrived  in  Halifax  a 
few  days  ago  on  his  way  home  after  a 
protracted  atay  In  Internment  camps  In 
Germany.  Dr.  McKInn  was  veterinary 
on  board  the  White  Star  liner  Georglo 
when  she  was  held  up  and  sunk  in  mld^ 
Atlantic  last  December  by  a  German 
commerce  raider.  He  spent  three  days 
on  the  raider  and  was  then  transferred 
to  the  captured  steamer  Yarrowdale. 
and  from  her  landed  at  Swlnemunde^ 
Germany.  Last  month,  as  the  result  of 
representations  by  the  United  States 
he  and  a  number  of  other  Americans 
who  had  bean  taken  to  Germany  were 
released,  and  he  crossed  Into  Denmark, 
taking  passage  from  Copenhagen  for 
Sweden   and   thence   to   England. 

Was    Badly    Trcated 

"During  the  two  months  that  I  was 
In  Germany,"  iiald  Mr.  McKinn,  "I  lost 
thirty-six  pounds  In  weight.  The  food 
we  were  given  at  the  various  camps  was 
wretched,  and,  while  we  managed  to 
exist,  it  was  mighty  poor  nourishment. 
I  am  not  allowed  to  say  anything  about 
the  way  in  which  we  were  treated,  as  I 
nave  been  instructed  to  keep  mum  until 
I  make  my  report  at  liome,  but  this 
much  I  can  say,  that  the  Germans  were 
not  exactly  gentlemanly  toward  us." 

Dr.  McKinn  said  that  he  was  em- 
ployed as  veterinary  surgeon  on  the 
Oeorglc  last  year,  and  was  In  <-harge 
of  some  1,300  horses  when  the  ship  was 
on  voyage  from  Philadelphia  to  Brest 
last  Decembf-r.  On  the  10th  of  De- 
cember, when  the  ship  was  1,500  miles 
from  the  American  coa.st,  a  Htrange 
ataamar,  with  all  tha  appaarancaa  of  an 
ordinary  freighter,  hove  In  sight,  and 
suddenly  without  warning  flred  at  the 
Georglc.  this  was,  'the  doctor  said,  at  7 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Ship  Was  acard  to  Sink 
"She  flred  five  shots  at  us,  hitting 
four  times,  but  killing  nobody.  The  or- 
der was  given  to  take  to  the  boats,  and 
this  was  carried  out  promptly.  There 
was  only  one  death,  one  of  the  crew  be- 
ing drowned  when  the  boats  were  being 
lowered.  We  then  rowed  away  from 
the  ship  and  were  told  to  go  over  to 
the  raider.  We  went  on  board  her  and 
found  the  passangers  and  crews  of  a 
number  of  other  stfiainers  which  had 
been   sunk   by   this  raider. 

"The  raider  then  tried  to  sink  the 
Georglc  by  shell  fire,  but,  after  a  few 
shots,  gave  this  up  as  hopeless.  At  V 
o'clock  a  boat  was  sent  over  to  the 
Georglc,  and  bombs  were  put  aboard 
her,  but  failed  to  sink  her.  Three  hours 
later,  a  torpedo  was  launched  at  the 
big  liner,  and  at  3  o'clock  she  sank. 
Kept  Below  Seek! 
'•We  remained  on  board  the  raider  for 
three  days.  The  raidc-r  had  scant  ac- 
commodation, but  there  were  several 
hundreds  of  us,  besides  the  German 
guards  and  crew,  and  those  three  days 
were  fierce.  Most  of  us  slept  on  the 
floor  at  night.  Whenever  any  smoke 
was  sighted  we  were  ordered  down  be- 
low and  locked  In.  When  we  heard  the 
sound  of  flrlns.  we  knew  that  the  raid- 
er had  come  across  another  ship,  and 
all  we  could  hope  for  was  that  the 
other  ship  would  not  show  fight.  If  she 
had,  we  would  have  been  drowned  like 
rats  In  a  trap.  There  was  no  escape 
for  us. 

"During  the  time  that  I  was  on  board 
the  raider,  I  had  a  fair  chance  to  ex- 
amine her.  She  was  just  an  ordinary 
freighter,  and  her  hailing  port  was 
Bremen.  I  believe  that  she  was  named 
the  Puyme,  because  that  name  was  on 
her  charts.  She  was,  I  should  say,  a 
ship  of  about  6,000  tons.  Her  arma- 
ment conslfitcd  of  two  six-Inch  guns 
forward  and  one  aft,  two  four-Inch 
Kuns  forward  mid  two  aft,  and  two  deck 
torpedo  tubes.  I  du  not  believe  that  she 
was  eauipp«-d  with  fslee  masts  or  fun- 
nels, that  sort  of  talk  Is  all  bosh,  but 
I  did  see  stanchions  on  her  which 
would  enable  tl^e  crew  to  disguise  her 
as  a  flush  deck  ship,  the  raider  being 
well   decked. 

Kept  Oloee  Wateta 
"They  kept  a  close  watcli  for  ateam- 
ers.  there  being  six  men  on  the  bridge 
all  the  time,  with  two  men  in  the  crow's 
nest,  and  they  certainly  carried  out 
oi>erations    methodically. 

"On  December  13  we  were  told  that 
we  were  to  be  transferred  to  another 
steamer,  and  we  were  rowed  over  to 
the  Yarrowdale,  which  the  raider  had 
captured  after  she  sank  the  Georglc. 
Nearby  was  the  steamer  St.  Theodore, 
with  6,000  tons  of  coal  in  her  holds, 
which  the  raider  had  also  captured,  and 
which  she  Was  using  as  a  bunker  ship. 
••Three  hours  later  we  lost  sight  of 
the  raider,  and  In  a  few  days'  time  It 
was  generally  known  on  the  YMrowdale 
that  she  was  bound  for  Germany.  There 
were  463  prisoners  on  the  Yarrowdale, 
which  steamer  had  accommodation  for 
eighty,  and  you  can  imagine  what  kind 
of  a  time  we  had.  The  neutrals  were 
separated  from  the  Allied  seamen,  and 
wore  badges  on  their  arms  to  distin- 
guish   them.  , 

"The  Yarrowdale  steamed  on  and  on 
for  days,  and  we  never  sighted  a  ship. 
When  we  did  see  emoke  all  the  pr'snn- 
ers  were  ordered  below  and  the  steamer 
turned  away  at  right  angles  to  avoid 
the  risk  of  being  sighted  by  what  might 
be  a  British   cruiser. 

"We  must  have  gone  up  near  Icelani 
and  then  down  the  Scandinavian  coast. 
We  were  certainly  far  north,  because 
the  nights  were  very  long  and  the  days 
very  short.  The  weather  was  terrible, 
the  ship  being  under  water  haJf  the 
time,  and  we  were  most  rolsermble. 
cooped   up  and  crowded  as  we  were. 

At  letsf  ■■■>  Omm 

On  December  31  we  arrived  at  Swlne- 
munde,  Germany,  and  that  day  we  were 
niarched  off  to  an  Internment  camp  near 
that  town.  The  food  there  was  prettr 
bad.  We  had  nothing  but  the  same  end- 
less menu — black  bread  and  coffee  with- 
out sugar  for  breakfaat.  turnips  and  po- 
tatoes at  noon,  and  bone  meai  soup  at 
night.

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"From  Swlnemunde  we  were  trans- 
ferred to  Karlsruhe,  where  the  food  was 
worse.  We  were  on  a  vegetable  diet 
there.  We  had  hardly  any  ment,  Jjst 
one  or  two  small  slabs  a  week. 

"From  Karlsruhe  we  were  sent  to 
Neustrallts,  where  conditions  v/^re  about 
the  same.  The  neutrals  who  had  Leen 
on  armed  ships  were  not  allowed  to 
leave  tJermany  until  some  timj  after 
those  who  had  been  on  unarmed  ships 
had  departed,  and  for  a  time  it  looked 
to  us  as  though  we  would  nev^r  get 
away. 

aeat  to    3>eaauurk 

••Finally  on  February  27  we  were  told 
that  we  were  to  be  released  from  Viuar- 
antlne'  and  I  was  sent  to  Denmark,  In 
company  with  Dr.  Davis,  surgeon  on  the 
Georglc,  Dr.  Snyder,  of  the  Voltaire,  and 
Dr.  Zobrisky,  of  the  Mount  Temple.  At 
the  frontier  we  were  subjected  to  a  rigid 
examination,  and  every  scrap  of  paper 
was  Uken  from  me.  I  had  only  the 
clothes  In  which  I  left  the  Georglc,  and 
during  all  the  time  that  wo  were  In 
Germany  we  had  no  eoap.  You  couldn't 
get  soap,  sugar  or  fats  of  any  kind.  We 
had  no  extra  underclothes,  and  the  only 
way  we  could  keep  ourselves  clean  was 
to  wash  our  clothes  and  then  sit  in 
front  of  the  fire  at  the  camp  until  they 
were  dry  again. 

"Arriving  at  Copenhagen,  we  were  put 
op  at  a  good  hotel  and  had  lots  to  eat 
— a  welcome  change — and  there  I  left 
my  eom|>anlons.  I  took  passage  -to 
Sweden.  When  I  arrived  at,  Stockholm, 
I  found  conditions  there  bad  ••nough. 
Before  I  could  eat  anything.  I  hMl  to 
get  ray  bread  ticket  from  the  police  au- 
thorities. Finally  I  reached  England 
safely,  and  now  I'm  bound  home. 

"No.  I  can't  tell  yea  anything  abojt 
the  way  the  Germans  treated  us,  but 
I  will  repeat  that  they  were  not  eaactly 
gentlemanly   towards  as."

Burma, 
India,  aatf  Australasia. 

•"My  4hveatigation  will  not  be  con- 
fined to  the  ports  of  these  countries,' 
said  Mr.  Whltham.  'but  will  be  extend- 
ed to  tha  territory  accessible  by  railroads 
and  oaaala.  Tha  first  object  Is  to  pro- 
vide shipowners  and  operators  and  those 
Intarasted  In  foreign  trade  full  and  re- 
llabla  Information  ao  that  the  ohipper 
can  letermlne  the  ports  through  which 
ho  can  most  Advantageously  'r«aoh  cer- 
tain terrltorlea.  and  the  bent  routing 
from  thora  to  hla  destination. 

"  'Another  object  of  this  Investiga- 
tion la  to  obtain  information  regnrdtng 
the  development  of  the  ports,  especially 
In  China  and  Asiatic  Russia,  with  an 
•pening  for  the  Investment  of  American 
eapltml.  I  shall  also  study  the  markets 
for  oranes,  wareheuaes,  cold  storage 
planta,  grain  elevators,  lighterage  ma- 
chinery, and  such  goods  as  would  be  in 
demand  In  almost  any  port. 

"  Tha  Unltad  States  Is  very  backward 
In  BhlB^ng  on  the  Pacific.  Of  the  vaat 
amount  of  foreign  trade  In  Seattle  dur- 
ing laat  year,  hardly  a  ton  was  shipped 
on  an  American  liner.  Our  country  may 
b«  compared  to  a  department  store  that 
haa  *o  depend  on  the  delivery  equipment 
of  a  rival  store  to  deliver  ita  goods.  I 
hope  that  this  Investigation  will  result 
In  opening  the  way  for  the  United 
Stataa  to  oompata  with  Japan  and  other 
nationa  in  the  extensive  Pacific  trade. 

Raeently,  Mr.  Whltham  haa  conferred 
with  shipping  men,  exporters,  and  ea- 
glneara  from  Tarious  parts  of  the  T^nlted 
States  who  were  Intereated  In  his  In- 
yastlgatlon,  and  he  also  visited  a  num- 
ber of  cities  to  discuss  the  matter  with 
Inveatment  bankers,  contractors,  ship- 
ping men.  and  varioua  bualness  and  ex- 
porting houaoa. 

Great  trade  developments  are  looked 
for  aa  a  reault  of  Mr.  Whitham's  tour.

SCTa  DUNCAN  NACNEIL 

OF  THE  CANADIANS 


The  Board  of  Trade  cowncll  yeaterday 
adopted  tha  report  of  the  trade,  com- 
merce and  tranaportatlon  commlttaa  on 
the  load  line  oueitlon.  The  report 
stated  that  the  case  had  been  repre- 
sented to  Sir  Oeorge  K.  Foster,  Minis- 
ter of  Trade  and  Commerce  In  the  Fed- 
eral Cabinet,  urging  that  United  SUUs 
vessels  carrying  lumber  to  AuatraUan 
parts  should  be  subject  to  the  raguU- 
tioM  new  cnforoed  against  Canadian 
veaaels.  and  that  Canadian  veaael* 
carrying  lumber  to  Australian  ports 
should  bo  afforded  the  aarae  prtvlleges 
as  are  now  given  to  Vessels  under  tha 
American  flag.  The  commlttaa  had  also 
aaked  that  the  neceaaary  re|>reaenta- 
'Uona  should  be  made  by  tha  Dominion 
to  the  AuatraUan  Oovemment  with  tha 
least  poasible  daUy. 

According  to  tha  commlttaa'a  report, 
provision  Is  made  under  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia  Navigation  Act  of 
191 3  for  flxlng  tha  load  line  of  every 
ship  before  proceeding  to  aea,  but  vaa- 
sels  operaUng  under  tha  United  States 
reglatar  are  exempted.  If  thla  courae 
were  to  be  continued,  tho  veaaela  being 
built  in  British  Columbia  would  be  put 
out  of  business  id  far  aa  carrying  lum- 
ber to  Australia  were  concerned,  for  If 
these  vessels  returned  from  Australia 
with  t)ie  PlimsoU  mark,  based  on  a  dead- 
weight cargo,  their  capacity  for  carry- 
ing lumbar  would  pe  reduced  about  one- 
third. 

Although  the  report  was  finally 
adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice,  Mr. 
J.  O.  Cameron  pointed  out  that  it  waa 
unfortunate  that  Australia  should  have 
to  b«  asked  to  do  the  same  with  Ameri- 
can ships  as  Canadian,  thus  curtailing 
thatr  carrying  capaoitr 


We  want  ships  to  carry  aa  much  as 
possible,"  he  declared,  "and  If  American 
ahips  can  operate  in  Australia  without 
the  Pllmsoll  mark,  it  Is  as  much  to  our 
advantage  as  It  is  to  the  Americans'. 
Lack  of  tonnage  haa  paralysed  the  ax- 
port  trade  of  British  Columbia  lumbar 
mills,  and  under  this  condition  It  la  ab- 
aurd,  because  we  are  now  almost  en- 
tirely dependent  on  American  bottoms 
to  carry  our  cargoea  It  might  1>e  all 
right  to  ask  that  In,  aay,  Ave  yeara' 
time,  but  today  there  are  not  enough 
ships  to  go  around  and  every  bit  of 
available  tonnage  Is  at  a  premium. 
After  all,  I  don't  see  what  dlfferenoa  it 
makes  to  Australia  whether  the  ships 
plying  to  her  ports  are  lightly  or  heav- 
ily laden.  If  Australia  had  ships  In 
competition  with  ours,  there  might  bo 
some  reason  for  the  load  Una  regula- 
tions." 

Mr.  J.  J.  Shallcross  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  If  the  question  waa  to 
be  argued  from  the  standpoint  of  how 
heavily  a  ship  should  be  laden,  it  would 
introduce  a  controversy  on  the  problem 
of  human  safety  at  sea,  which  would 
bring  forth  endless  discussion  without 
settlement,  and  delay  the  remedy. 
What  was  wanted  by  Canada  waa 
equality  of  treatment,  and  since  that 
point  waa  brought  to  the  fore  in  the 
committee's  report,  it  ahould  therefore 
ba  indorsed. 

The  report  waa  referred  back  to  tha 
committee,  composed  of  Messrs.  T.  W. 
Paterson.  W.  H.  Bona,  C.  C  CasUe.  John 
Hart,  M.P.P..  and  J.  J.  Shallcrose. 
They  will  be  Instructed  to  keep  In  cloae 
touch  with  the  situation.

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If  Government  Alters  Policy, 
Industry  Will  Suffer  Disas- 
ter, Board  of  Trade  Mem- 
bers Declare. 


If  the  Pravloclal  Government  aban- 
dons the  policy  of  giving  ««-n«^»  •*- 
atataace  to  shipbuilding,  a*  haa  »>^'»  »"' 
Umated.  It  wUl  deal  a  death-blow  to  the 
Industry  In  British  Columbia.  In  m* 
opinion  Of  speakers  at  yesterday  »•»••»- 
log  of  tha  Board  of  Trade  cound. 

A  reaolutlon  was  drawn  up,  Impreas- 
tng  upon  the  Opvanunent  the  Importance 
•(  obntinuing  Ita  aupport  to  *•••  »>»«-^ 
nes.  as  set  forth  in  the  B.  C.  f  hipping 
Act.  This  will  be  discussed  at  length  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  board,  to  be 
held  on  Friday  afternoon,  and  copiaa  or 
the  raaolution  will  be  sent  to  members 
of  tho  Oovemment  without  delay. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron  sUted  tha*,  while 
be  no  longer  had  any  Interest  In  the 
company,  he  waa  In  a  poalUon  to  know 
that  tha  Cameron-Genoa  Bay  ShipbuUd- 
•n,  Umlted,  felt  badly  about  the  aug- 
gaatad  discontinuance  of  Government  aa- 
atataoce  to  ahlpbuUdlng  In  thla  Prov- 
ince. The  recent  statement  In  one  of 
the  nawapapera,  he  aald,  that  If  the 
B  C.  Shirping  Act  be  allowed  to  stand, 
the  Oovemment  might  be  called  upon  to 
loae  in  tha  way  of  aabaidlee  up  to  14,- 
•M,OM  par  annum  was  absurd.  If  all 
of  the  26  ships  for  which  subsidies 
were  offered  uhder  the  act  should  prove 
unprofitable  in  operation  so  that  tho 
full  subsidy  would  become  payable,  tho 
Government  could  not  lose  more  than 
«S5«,«««. 

Mr.  Cameron  said  that  the  company 
had  been  forced  to  borrow  money  to  get 
the  enterprtse  launched,  and  If  it  was 
to  continue,  more  money  would  have  to 
be  secured.  If  the  Government  "fell 
down"  on  tha  proposition  now,  the  com- 
pany would  certainly  have  a  hard  time 
ralaing  further  benda. — la -tha  United^. 
SUtes,  he  explained,  fBO.OOO.MO  would  bo 
given  by  the  Government  towards  as- 
sisting the  building  of  l.OW  ships.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  should  not  have  to  rely 
upon  American  tonnage  entirely,  yet  that 
condition  would  Inevitably  bo  the  result 
if  the  local  Government  was  to  discon- 
tinue Its  aid  to  the  Industry.

"And  tho  company  doesn't  like  the 
city's  Idea  of  assessing  the  plant  and 
making  tham  pay  Uxes,  aa  well  aa  meet- 
ing the  coat  of  a  high  rata  for  water," 
continued  Mr.  Cameron.  The  assess- 
ment of  147,000  on  the  plant  waa  too 
high  and  had  the  effect  of  handicap- 
ping the  Industry,  especially  since  the 
company  had  been  forced  to  make  a 
big  outlay  at  the  atart. 

"Shipbuilding  Is  the  best  Industry 
Victoria  has  today,"  asserted  Mr.  Cam- 
eron. "It  has  a  big  payroll,  somewhere 
in  the  neighborhood  of  115.000  a  month, 
and  its  operations  could  be  extended  If 
encouraged  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment or  the  city,  but  neither  show  their 
willingness  to  do  so." 

Mr.  J.  J.  Shallcroaa  suggested  that 
the  Board  of  Trade  should  discuss  the 
matter  further  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  send  a  deputation  to  wait  on  the 
Government.  The  resolution  set  forth 
above  was  adopted,  and  the  Council  da- 
cided  that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  see  that  the  Government  does  not  al- 
ter its  attitude  as  outlined  in  the  ship- 
ping Act,  paaaed  at  the  session  of  last 
Spring. 

Relative  to  the  possibility  of  the  con- 
tract for  the  construction  of  a  ship  for 
the  Dominion  Government  being  award- 
ed to  a  local  firm,  Mr.  Cameron  said 
that  the  Cameron-Genoa  Bay  Shipbuild- 
ers were  willing  to  take  the  order  and 
carry  It  out  on  a  percentage  basis.  The 
company  would  do  the  job  at  cost  plus 
10  per  cent,  which  was  not  exorbitant — 
in  fact,  unusually  low.  Mr.  Cameron 
doubted  whether  the  Wallace  Shipyards 
could  afford  to  undertake  the  contract 
at  the  price  that  firm  had  ^quoted.  The 
Wallace  company  in  Vancouver  had 
made  an  offer  of  $48  p«r.ton.  This,  he 
was  sure,  would  entail  a  heavy  loss,  as 
the  schooners  already  completed  here 
Indicated  that  the  cost  of  building  a 
2,350-ton  craft,  without  allowance  for 
machinery,  would  be  between  1130,000 
and  1140,000.  The  loss  should  amount 
to  about  125,000. 

Questioned  as  to  whether  his  firm 
had  made  any  effort  to  secure  the  con- 
tract, Mr.  N.  A.  Yarrow  aald  that  the 
Dominion  Government  had  dictated  the 
price,  which  was  not  acceptable  to  his 
firm.

The  Seattle-built  freight  steamer 
Seward,  one  af  tha  latest  victims  of 
the  German  submarine  campaign,  waa 
the  ttrat  Amertcaa  ahlp  to  be  sunk 
ainee  tho  United  States  entered  the 
great  world  war  agalnat  Germany.  She 
formerly  eptrated  as  one  of  the  8a- 
•ttle-Alaska  fleet  of  merchantmen  ply- 
ing between  Heattle  and  Prince  William 
Bound,  and  was  valued  at  more  than 
61,000.000. 

■The  veaael  waa  torpedoed  without 
warning  in  the  Mediterranean  and  newa 
waa  received  In  a  proas  dispatch  from 
Paris  that  the  crew  had  been  landed 
in  Vigo.  Spain. 

The  Seward  was  built  for  the  Alaska 
Steamship  Company  In  the  yarda  of 
the  Moran  Brothers  Company  In  Se- 
attle In  1007  and  Seattle  waa  her  home 
port  untU  May,  1«1«,  when  aha  waa 
«old  to  M.  H.  Tracey  &  Co.,  of  Now 
fork,  at  a  eonsldaratlon  said  to  be  ap- 
proximately 6600,000.  Tracey  *  Co. 
sold  the  Seward  to  C.  W.  Harrlaon  A 
Co.,  of  New  York,  who  charterbd  her 
to  Proctor  tc  Gamble,  soap  manufac- 
turers of  Cincinnati,  O. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  vessel  was 
sold   by   Harrison  4b  Co.   to  other  New

Bound  for  New  Tork  ia  the  service 
of  her  new  owners,  the  Seward  sailed 
from  Seattle  May  10,  1«1«.  She  want 
to  Belliagham,  where  she  loaded  a  full 
cargo  of  lumber  for  Oallaa.  Peru,  and 
aalled  from  the  Sound  May  20,  1010, 
ealUag  In  San  Pedro  on  her  way  dawn 
tha  Coaat. 

Cap*.  John  Jobason.  ona  of  the  vet- 
eran navlgatora  of  the  Alaska  Steam- 
ahlp  Company,  commanded  tho  Seward 
on  her  voyage  to  New  York  via  tho 
West  Coast  and  tho  Panama  Canal,  re- 
turning  to  Seattle   by   train. 

Tha  Seward  waa  a  steel  veaael  of 
t,2f0  grooa  aad  2,000  net  tohs.  270.2 
feet  long,  41.1  feet  beam  and  22.2  feet 
depth  of  ihold.  She  carried  a  crew  of 
twenty-nine  men. 

The  vessel  waa  formerly  one  of  tho 
largeat  carriers  In  the  servloa  of  tha 
Alaaka  Steamship  Company.  She  did 
valuable  aervice  during  the  building 
of  the  Copper  River  *  Northwestern 
Railroad  In  AUska  In  carrying  ship- 
ments of  englnaa,  cars  and  other  heavy 
railroad  equipment  from  Seattle  to 
Cordova.

The  next  auxiliary  schooner  to  be 
launched  at  the  Wallace  Shipyirda, 
North  Vancouver,  is  the  Jesse  Nor- 
cross,  and  although  the  date  for  launch- 
ing has  not  yet  been  definitely  set, 
the  vessel  Is  practically  all  ready  and 
It  is  expected  that  she  wUl  take  tba 
water  on  or  about  April  21  when  the 
tide   will   be   favorable. 

The  NorcroBs  will  be  the  third 
schooner  launched  from  the  ways  at 
Wallace  shipyard  No.  2  and  she  will 
bo  the  fifth  vessel  afloat  of  the  fleet 
of  wooden  ships  building  in  thia  Prov- 
ince. 

The  steol  ship  under  construction  at 
the  Wallace  ahlpyard  for  Japanese  in- 
tereats  Is  fast  nearing  completion.  The 
pipe  fltters  are  now  at  work  putting 
In  tho  equipment  for  the  oil  pumps 
and  a  steam  engine,  part  of  the  equip- 
ment of  tha  new  steamer,  la  now  be- 
ing assembled  In  the  machine  shops. 
The  steel  plates  are  nearly  all  on 
and  the  builders  will,  In  a  abort  time, 
bo  in  a  position  to  determine  about 
the   time   for   launching   the   vessel. 

The  schooner  Margaret  Haney.  built 
in  Victoria  by  the  Cameron-Genoa  Mills 
Shipbuilders.  Limited.  Is  now  »t  the 
new  Oovemment  docks  at  Vancouver. 
She  first  went  to  loco  and  filled  her 
fuel  tanks,  which  have  a  capacity  of 
sixty-five  days  running  under  power.

other  obligations  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Copper  Co.,  Ltd.,  The  Canada  Cop- 
per Corporation,  Ltd.,  will  continue  the 
mining  and  smelting  operations  of  the 
British  Columbia  Copper  Co.,  In  British 
Columbia,  under  their  existing  organi- 
zation." 

This  final  outcome  of  the  relations 
between  the  two  companies  will  not  sur- 
prise thoie  at  411  familiar  *lth  tha 
financial  position  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Copper  Co.,  for  In  the  balance 
sheet  of  the  Canada  Copper  Corporation 
as  of  December  31,  1>15,  (the  oorrs- 
apondlng  statement  for  last  year  has 
not  yet  been  received  here),  that  com- 
pany's asnetn  were  shown  to  Include, 
"Investment,  B.  C.  C.  Co.  stock  $3,000.- 
000,  and  "Notes  receivable,  secured  by 
mortgage,  1460.000,"  the  latter  amount 
being  a  liability  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Copper  Co.  to  the  Canada  Copper 
Corporation. 

Organlstfl   Mlaataa*   Ts4wa    A4r*« 
In  the  Summer  of  189«,  the  late  Col. 
John  Weir,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Fred- 
eric   KelTer,    who    had    been    connsoted 
with   the  Ohio    State    University    up   to 
a   year   or   two   before   that     time,     ar- 
rived in  the  Boundary  district,  the  Col- 
onel   representing    himself    and    friends 
jtrepared     to    put     money    into    mining 
ventures    In    that    part    of    British    Co- 
lumbia.     Three  properties   were    bonded 
for  as  many  syndicates,  and  Mr.  Keffer 
was   left   In   charge   of    preliminary   ex- 
ploration  work.      The    bond   on    the  -Big 
Copper,  In  Copper  camp,  six  miles  west 
of    Greenwood,    was    not   taken    up;    but 
work    on    the    Mother    Lode,    In    Dead- 
wood    camp,    three    miles    from    Green- 
wood, disclosed  the  occurrence  of  a  big 
body   of   copper   ore,   so   that   the   Boun- 
dary,, Mines  Syndicate  acquired  this  pro- 
perty.    The   third   venture   was   the   No.

It  Is  remembered^  that  this 
company  was  the  first  to  put  In  a  power 
plant  of  considerable  siss  and  capacity 
In  Boundary  district,  and  the  freight 
I  charges  on  that  plant  and  machinery 
from  Marcus,  on  tha  Spokane-Northern 
Railway,  to  the  mine  in  Deadwood 
cfmp.  were  heavy  Indeed.  Later  a 
much  larger  plant  was  Installed,  and 
the  writer  was  present  at  the  starting 
of  the  big  compressor  that,  with  the 
large  ataam  hoist,  was  then  tha  pride  of 
that    part   of   the   Boundary   district. 

An  enormous  quantity  of  ore  having 
baen    Arst    exposed    and    a    Mg    "glory 
hole"    opened    for    the    expeditious    and 
economical   mining  of  the  ore,  smelting 
on   a   comparatively  large   scale  Muickly 
became     the     largest     Industry     In     that 
part  of  the  Boundary  district.

The  Victoria  City  and  district  branch 
of  the  Canadlaa  Red  Cross  Society  has 
been  asked  b)  headquarters  to  give  the 
widest  publicity  possible  to  the  fallow- 
ing cable,  diHpatched  on  Marsh  Jl  by 
Col.  Marshall  to  Col.  Hodgetts.  com- 
missioner of  the  Canadian  Ked  Cross 
Society: 

"Confer  wUh  Mra  Rivers  Bulkeley 
and  War  Committee  and  see  what  fur- 
ther. If  anything,  we  can  do  to  ensure 
Canadian  prlvoners  of  war  getting  sufll- 
clent  parcela  Preaa  contains  many 
letters  stating  under  new  arrangements 
few  parcels  »>elng  received  and  then 
coateots  not  sufficient.  The  desire  of 
the  coamilttee  Is  that  the  men  should 
he  well  supplied  and  funds  will  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose." 

In  reply  the  following  cable,  signed 
by  Mrs.  Rivers  Bulkeley  and  Major 
Claude   Bryan,   has   been   received: 

"Present  difflculties  regarding  pris- 
oners' parcels  du4  to  no  failure  of 
scheme,  but  caused  by  circumstances 
quite  beyond  control.  You  may  feel  en- 
tirely confident  that  everything  possible 
^ing  done  here  to  ensure  dispatch  of 
adequate  supplies  to  every  Canadian." 

The    public    may    therefore     rest     as- 
sured that  everything  that  can  possibly 
be  done  to  get  food  to  the  prisoners  has 
been   done   by    the  Canadian    Red   Cross 
Society,    and    that    the     non-arrival     of 
parcels  which   undoubtedly  occurred  for 
several    weeks   was   not  owing    to     any 
negligence   on    the   part   of    the   society, 
but  simply  to  the  fact  that  the  delivery 
of  such  parcels  is  in   the   hands  of   the 
Germans,   who   for  some  reason ^1d  not 
distribute  parcels  to  Canadian  prisoners

prohibitory  meksure  despite  the  result 
of  the  recent  referendum,  Mr.  James 
Hunter,  president  of  the  local  hranch 
of  the  Merchants'  Protective  Associa- 
tion, stated  yesterday  that  there  would 
be  brought  good  and  sufflclent  refuta- 
tion of  the  wild  and  unsupported 
charges  which  the  disappointed  agents 
of  the  Prohibitionist  forces  have  been 
hurling  broadcast  concerning  the  al- 
leged Irregularities  of  the_  vote  over- 
seas. 

Beaten  on  the  very  referendum  which 
they  themselves  asked  for  and  received, 
the  Prohibitionist  leaders,  Mr.  Hunter 
stated,  had  resorted  to  a  campaign  of 
vllllflcatlon  and  wholesale  charges  In 
the  hope  that  they  could  impress  the 
members  o^  the  Government  and  create 
a  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  pro- 
hibitory measure  despite  the  fact  that 
the  electors  of  the  Province  have  Just 
stated  they  did  not  desire  such  legis- 
lation. It  was  a  case  of  crying  "Wolf, 
wolf."  The  Merchants'  Protective" As- 
sociation was  In  possession  of  evi- 
dence of  the  IreguUr  conduct  ur  «na 
Prohibitionists'  .chief  agent  abroad,  one 
Bayley.  that  would  show  conclusively 
that  that  gentleman's  charges,  on  which 
have  been  founded  the  allegations 
made  by  the  Prohibition  sympAthlaiers 
at  home  here,  are  wholly  unfounded. 
But  they  would  cast  a  most  Interesting 
light  upon  Bayley's  mieoonduct  and  il- 
legal activities. 

MaaUar  HeflieAs 
"The  pyrotechnic  and  sensational 
methods  adopted  by  certain  Prohibi- 
tionists to  attract  the  sentimental  na- 
ture of  the  Premier  and  his  Executive 
Council,  setting  aside  all  precedent  of 
British  custom,  fair  play  and  honorable 
action.  Is  not  a  surprise,"  said  Mr. 
Hunter.  "This  statement  Is  made  with 
due  deliberation,  because,  however 
startling  the  procedure  adopted  must 
have  been  to  the  citlxens  of  this  loyal 
outpost  of  Empire,  endoa-ed  with  the 
eound  prlnclplea  of  British  constitu- 
tional and  representative  government,  it 
is  simply  the  continuance  of  American 
usage  in  this  propaganda  to  which,  •fcr- 
ller  In  tha  campaign,  attention  was 
called. 

"Any  attempt  to  Influence  the  mind 
of  the  legislator  by  means  other  than 
true  statements  of  fact,  and  calm  con- 
sidered argument,  la  as  abhorrent  to 
the  honest  man  as  an  attempt  to  in- 
fluence the  Judge  on  the  bench  by  means 
outside  the  evidence  presented  in  the 
case.  To  intimidate,  stampede  or 
threaten  the  lawmaker  with  punishment 
of  political  extinction  or  loss  of  sup- 
port is  the  most  dangerous  and  deadly 
form  of  bribery  possible  In  the  state, 
and  It  can  be  said  without  hesitation 
that  the  Prohibition  attempt  was  of 
this   description. 

•Passing  strange  it  \f  also,  when  It  Is 
remembered  that  It  was  this  same  sect. 
so   to   ipeak.   who   demanded   In    no   un- 
certain tone  the  submission  of  a  refer- 
endum upon  the  subject  of  Prohibition. 
As    argument,    they    stated    that    upon 
careful    canvass   of    the    populace,   over 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  cltlsens  and  sol- 
diers were  In  favor,  and  It  waa  a  matter 
for  the  people  to  decide,  not  the  legis- 
lature.     They  said,  'all  we  want  Is  the 
opportunity   of   putting   the  question   to 
the  electorate  In  our  own   way.  and   w« 
wUI   abide   by   the   result.'      The   Legis- 
lature acquiesced— although  such  acUon 
was    opposed      on    the    ground      that    a 
referendum   on    such   a  question   during 
the    war    was   unfair  and   no  compensa- 
tion was  provided— the  Act  waa  drawn 
agreeable  to  the  Prohibition  Party  and 
ti    the    entire   approval    of    its    learned 
counsel,  and.   as  the   ProhWtlon   execu- 
tive had   stated  the  soldiers  Were  over- 
whelmingly   m    favor.    MH    opportunity 
was  given  to  have  the  vote  polled,  hence 
the   defered    voting   clauses. 

•The  voting  began,  the  elvlltan  elec- 
torate supported  the  bin  by  a  swrnll  ma- 
jority—«n  a  question  9t  this  kind — the 
soldiers  In  Canada  apuewed  by  a  small 
majority,  tha  saldlers  overseas  opposed 
b>  a  majority  of  o^cr  73  per  cent,  bat 
the  net  result  e«i  Septaoabar  1«  last  was 
B  victory  for  the  act.

LIVE3RPOOL.  April  10.— The  Ameri- 
can Line  steamer  New  -York,  bound  from 
New  York^for  UvfirDOOl,  jStruck  a_mlne 
laet  nlsht  when  nearlnar  her  deatlnatlon. 
The  explosion  occurred  on  the  port  bow 
of  the  ven«el.  Nearby  veeeele  went  to 
the  aBMliitance  of  the  liner,  and  all  her 
paiinensere  were  taken  off.  The  dam- 
age, which  was  confined  to  the  fore  part 
of  the  vewel.  waa  not  serloua,  and  the 
New  York  waa  able  to  make  the  pier 
under  her  own  eteam. 

The  veseel  had  ehlpped  aoroe  water, 
but  her  appearance  an  ahe  came  into 
the  river  augKested  nothing  more  than 
ahe  was  heavily  Uden.  When  the  New 
York  waa  moored  a  large  gang  of  dock 
workers  immediately  began  to  discharge 
the  cargo  ao  as  to  enable  the  steamer 
to  go  Into  drydoek  as  early  as  possible. 
Beported  to  Wairidastoa 

WASHINGTON,  Aprtl  10.— The  Amer- 
ican liner  New  York  struck  a  mine  at 
7:40  last  night  Ave  miles  oft  the  Liver- 
pool bar.  No  casualties  were  reported. 
The  vessel  later  proceeded  to  Liverpool. 

Consul  Watahlngton,  at  Liverpool,  re- 
porting the  Incident  to  the  State  De- 
partment today,  aald: 

"The  American  liner  New  York 
Htruok  a  mine  at  7:40  last  night  Ave 
mllea  off  the  Liverpool  baf.  Company 
reporta  paaaengera  landed  at  Liverpool, 
except  four,  who  are  still  on  the  ship. 
No  caaualtlea.  Vessel  proceeded  under 
own  steam  and  la  now  (1  o'clock  thla 
morning)  entering  her  dock." 

The  New  York  docked  safely  at  Liv- 
erpool at  1  a.m.  (EngUah  time)  and 
Hll  passengers  are  safe,  according  to  a 
cablegram  rcelved  here  today  by  the 
American  Line. 

The  damage  to  the  vesael  waa  alight, 
the  measage  stated.  The  mine  came  In 
contact  with  the  ship  about  200;  feet 
from  the  bow,  but  the  message  did  not 
aay  whether  on  the  port  or  starboard 
side. 

The  bulkheads  of  the  New  York  are 
loHKltudlnal.  There  are  IS  of  these 
Vompartmenta,  and  the  mine  Struck  at 
hold  N«.  4,  which  has  a  cargo  capacity 
of  209  tons.  The  cablegram  aald  the 
damaga  waa  confined  to  this  small 
Hpaue,  no  other  compartm*nt  being 
damaged.  It  was  stated  hefe  that  so 
Btnmgly,  Is  the  New  Yor^r "built  In  the 
construction  of  Ita  bulkheads  that 
whenever  a  plate  Is  removed  for  repair 
piirpoHci'  It  haa  to  be  dynamited,  and 
tu  this  strength  is  attributed  the  small 
damage  caused  by  the  mine.

CHR0TER,  Pa..  Aprtl  1».— One  hundred 
and  twelve  persons,  most  of  them  women 
and  gIrU.  lost  their  Uvea  and  111  were  In- 
Jured  In  a  series  of  terrlBc  explosions  to- 
day In  tho  shrapnsl  building  of  the  Bddy- 
stone  Ammunition  Corporation,  at  Eddy- 
stone,  one  mile  from  this  city.  Many  of 
the  Injured  were  mortally  hurt,  and  It  Is 
feared  the  final  death  list  will  reach  It*, 
while  others  probably  will  be  maimed  for 
life. 

How  any  of  tho  <••  or  more  employees 
In  the  building.  In  which  were  storsd  ap- 
proximately 30,000  Hbells,  escaped.  Is  al- 
most beyond  conception,  as  there  Is  scarcely 
a  fragment  of  the  structure  left  Intact. 
Fire  added  to  the  horror,  and  most  of  the 
bodies  were  sa  t>adly  charred  that  Identi- 
fication was  Impossible. 

Humors    of    Plots   and    arrests    of   persons 
both    Inside    and    outside    thv   plant,    were 
numerous,  but  all  lacked  confirmation. 
Apparently  Areldeatal 

Twenty  Phlladt^lphla  detectives  were  sent 
to  Eddystonc  soon  after  the  explosion  on  a 
rumor  that  It  was  the  result  of  a  plot. 
After  spending  several  hours  Investigating, 
they  reported  that  they  had  learned  from 
officials  of  the  corporation  that  a  quantity 
of  shrapnel  had  been  placed  nefkr  a  radi- 
ator, and  the  heat  might  easily  have  ex- 
ploded It.  Their  opinion  Is  that  tho  ex- 
PIohIod    was    purely   accidental. 

No    arreMta    have    been    made. 

An  oiriclal  of  the  corporation  in  discuus- 
Ing'  thn  probable  cause  of  the  explosion, 
declared  that  at  no  tttnr  did  he  believe 
that  there  was  more  than  half  a  ton  of 
powder  In  the  building  at  one  time  and 
this  never  was  In  bulk. 

The  explosion,  which  was  felt  In  Phila- 
delphia, a  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  oc- 
curred  about  10  o'clnck  in  nhat-  la  known 
as  the  10-K  building,  a  two-story  struc- 
ture, 75  by  SOO  feet.  In  this  building  time 
fuses  were  prepared,  more  than  eighty  per 
•'ent  of  the  workers  being  women  and  girln. 
Probably  fifty  men  and  boys  were  employi'd 
In  the  building  at  the  time  of  the  blast, 
and  the  majority  of  them  escaped.  Grtat 
excitement  followed  the  explosion.  A  pall 
of  smoke  darkened  the  entire  town,  which 
has  a  population  of  6.000.  This  was  aoon 
lightened  by  the  flames  from  the  burnini{ 
bulldlnga  Rescue  squads  were  quickly 
formed,  the  entire  Chester  fire  department 
ri-sponding,  and  ambulances  from  Philadel- 
phia aUd  Chester  soon  were  on  the  scene. 
A  strong  guard  of  militiamen  and  cadets 
were  thrown  around  the  plant,  and  every- 
one except  those  assisting  In  the  rescue 
work   were   forbidden   to   approach. 

Bodlea  Thrown  Far 

Bodies  were  fished  out  of  the  marshes 
hundreds  of  yards  from  the  ill-fated  build- 
ing, and  it  is  feared  that  others  may  have 
been  blown  Into  the  river,  atlll  farther 
away.  All  were  mutilated. 
,  There  were  numerous  Instances  of  hero- 
Ism.  Capt.  Walter  'Wllhelm,  vice-president 
of  the  Eddystone  Corporation,  and  former- 
ly a  national  guardsman,  braving  smoke 
and  flame  to  enter  the  wreckage,  carried 
ten   persons   to   safety. 

For  a  time  there  was  confusion  among 
the  rescue  squads,  who.  until  a  controlling 
head  took  charge,  worked  at  Cress  pur- 
poses. At  first  no  one  realised  the  extent 
of  the  disaster.  Ho  serious  was  the  danger 
from  exploding  shrapnel  shells  that  the 
trolley  lines  were  tied  up  for  more  than 
an    hour. 

Throughoi.!  the  afternoon  and  until  lata 
tonight  Chester  presented  a  pathetic  acene. 
Thousands  of  friends  and  relatives  of  the 
victims  walked  the  streets,  seeking  Infor- 
mation regarding  missing  members  of  their 
families.  Crowds  of  morbidly  Curious  In 
front  of  the  hospitals  and  morgue  were 
held    back    by    national    guardsmen. 

William  A.  Drayer.  one  of  the  seriously 
Injured,  gives  this  account  of  his  expert- 
ence  after  he   recovered  consciousness: 

"The  first  explosion  sounded  like  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  five-gallon  can  of  gasoline. 
When  the  third  explosion  occurred,  I  was 
blown  through  the  door  near  my  desk  by 
the  side  of  a  donkey  locomotive  which  was 
standing  on  the  railroad  tracks  east  of  the 
buildings.  After  regaining  oonscousness  I 
noticed  the  flames  bursting  out  of  the  struc- 
ture. I  saw  a  girl  rush  out  with  her  cloth- 
ing In  flames.  Rhe  stumbled  anil  fell  and 
I  tried  to  pick  her  up,  but  I  was  so  weak 
that  I  also  fell.  Later  another  man  res- 
cued  her."

Documents  Found  on  German 
Prisoners  Bear  Instructions 
for  Brutal  Destruction  in 
Evacuated  Territory. 


LO.NDON,  April  1».— Ian  Malcolm,  in 
a  letter  published  In  the  Times  under 
date   of    April    6,    writes: 

"I  enclose  herewith  two  scraps  of 
paper  taken  from  German  prisoners  In 
the  region  of  Bapaume,  where  I  found 
myself  last  Monday.  Their  contenta 
should  be  made  known  far  and  wide, 
for  they  bear  eloquent  testimony  to 
the  wanton  and  cruel  spirit  wlt)i  which 
the  Germans  are  losing  the  war.  The 
originals  are  in  my  possession.  These 
translations  ara  faithfully  done  from 
the   originals. 

"No.  1  Is  dated  March  •.  It  gives 
Instructions  for  the  procedure  pre- 
liminary to  the  so-called  German  with- 
drawal on  the  Britlab  front,  and  runs 
as    follows: 

"  '1— Pioneer  and  Infantrymen  will 
throw  dung  Into  the  wells;  2.  pioneer 
X..  Infantrymen,  will  cut  down  trees; 
3,  pioneer  X.,  two  Infantrymen  will 
stack    wood    In    the   houses." 

" '  No.  2  is  a  timetable  to  be  carried 
out  In  Bancourt  village,  Just  eaat  of 
Bapaume.  'In  the  village  of  Bancourt 
It  Is  more  important  to  .set  flre  to 
houses    than    to    blow    them    up.' 

"  'uth  March — Straw  will  be  heaped 
up    and    tarred. 

"  'lOth  March — Explosives  are  to  be 
ready  for  cellars  and  wells  In  Ban- 
court. 

•■'11th  March — All  unused  wells  and 
watering  ponds  must  be  plentifully 
polluted  with  dung  and  creosote  soda, 
tjuffldent  dung  and  creosote  soda  mu.it

'■'12th  March — Bancourt  must  be 
ready   to  be  set  on  flre.

'"16th  March— All  wells  In  Ban- 
court  with  the  exception  of  one  will 
be  blown   up  at  6:30  p.  m. 

"  '17th  March — Road  mines  will  be 
fired  at  3  a.  m.;  remaining  cellars  of 
Bancourt  will  be  blown  up  at  3:16

WAR  CORRESPONDENTS'  HEAD- 
QUARTERS, April  9,  via  London,  April 
10.— (By  Philip  Glbbs.)— The  first  at- 
tack was  at  5:30  this  morning.  Officers 
were  looking  at  their  wrist  watches  as 
on  that  day  In  July  last  year  which  saw 
the  assault  on  the  Somme  Inaugurated. 
The  earth   lightened. 

A  few  minutes  before  5:30  the  guns 
almost  ceased  "firing,  no  that  there  was 
a  strange  solemn  hush.  We  waited  and 
out-  pulses  beat  faster  than  the  second 
hands.  •■They're  awa}-,^^  said  a  voice. 
The  bombardment  broke  out  again  with 
new  and  enormous  effects  of  fire  and 
sound. 

The  enemy  wsh  Blulllng,^\rras  heavily 
and  black  shrapnel  and  high  explosive 
came  over  from  his  lines,  but  our  gun- 
fire was  twenty  times  as  great.  Around 
the  whole  sweep  of  his  lines  green  lights 
rose.  They  were  signals  of  distress; 
his  men  were  calling  for  help.  It  was 
dawn  now,  but  clouded  and  storm-swept. 
A  few  airmen  came  out  with  the  wind 
tearing  at  their  wings,  btit  they  could 
sea  nothing  in  the  mist  and  driving 
rain  and  went  down  to  the  outer  ram- 
parts of  Arras.  The  eastern  suburb  of 
Blangy  seemed  already  In  our  hands. 

On  the  higher  ground  beyond  our  men 
were  fighting  forward  and  I  saw  two 
waves  of  infantry  advancing  against  the 
enemy's  trenches,  preceded  by  our  bar- 
rage of  field  guns.  They  went  in  a 
slow.  lelHurely  way,  not  hurried,  though 
the  enemy's  shrapnel  waa  searching  for 
them. 

"Grand  fellows."  said  an  officer  lying 
next  to  me  on  a  wet  slope.  "Oh,  top- 
ping." 

Fifteen  minutes  afterward  a  group  of 
men  came  back.  They  brought  wound- 
ed and  German  prisoners.  I  met  the 
first  of  these  walking  and  wounded.  Af- 
terwards they  were  met  on  tho  roadside 
by  medical  officers,  who  patched  them 
up  there  and  then,  before  they  wera 
Uken  to  the  field  hosplUls  In  ambu- 
lances. From  these  men.  hit  by  shrap- 
nel and  machine  gun  bullets,  I  heard  tha 
first  news  of  progress.  They  were 
bloody  and  exhausted,  but  claimed  aoc- 
cess. 

"We  did  fine."  said  one  of  them.  "We 
were  through  tho  fourth  linen  before  I 
was  knocked  out."  "There  were  not 
many  Germans  in  the  first  trenches," 
said  another,  "and  there  were  no  r«al 
trenches  either,  after  our  ahelling.  We 
tiad  knocked  their  dugouts  out.  and 
their  dead  were  lying  thick,  and  the  liv- 
ing ones  put  their  hands  up."  All  men 
agreed  that  their  own  castialtles  wera 
not  high,  and  at  most  a  htmdred. 

There  were  tanks  In  action.  8om«  of 
the  men  had  aocn  them  crawling  for- 
ward, and  then  lost  sight  of  them.  Thay 
grinned  at  the  remembrance  of  them,  aa 
the  Ixmdon  men  laugtiad  six  months  ago 
when  the  monstara  flrat  came  to  light.
